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HARRITY WILL ‘CONTROL

{HE DISPOSAL OF FEDERAL PAT- 
RONAGE IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


FATE OF THE MALEER CONGRESSION- 
AL COMBINATION SEALED—NO AP- 
POINTMENTS TO BE MADE THAT 
ARE OBJECTIONABLE TO THE STATE 
ADMINISTRATION. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 21.—A special dispatch 
to the 7Zimes from Washington says: 

“Secretary of the Commonwealth and Nation- 
gl Chairman Harrity and Attorney General 
Hensel left here at a very early hour this morn- 
ing, after a visit of forty-eight hours, during 
which honors were showered upon them, and 
they were made the lions of the hour. 

* Although the President receives no visitors 
on Mondays, that day being rigidly devoted to 
the consideration of executive business, when 
he learned of the arrival of the dis 
tinguished Pennsylvanians he sent them 
word that he would be glad to receive them 
at 10:30 o’clock in the morning, and they were 
closeted with him for one hour from that 
time, all other callers being refused admission, 
although among those barred were several 
United States Senators. Subsequently Messrs. 
Harrity and Hensel were received and enter- 
_ tained by several members of the Cabinet and 

various heads of departments. 

The visitors declined to reveal anything con- 
eerning their conversations with Mr. Cleveland 
and his assistants, but those to whom they 
talked have not proved so reticent. In the 
first place 
that the political patronage of Penn- 
sylvania should be disposed of upon the recom- 
mendations of Mr. Harrity and his friends in 
the State Administration. No man will be ap- 
pointed to office in the Keystone Common- 
wealth who is objectionable to those gentle- 


men. 

To such an extent will this be carried that 
Postmaster General Bissell is credited with 
having presented Messrs. Harrity and Hensel 
to Assistant Postmaster General Maxwell, 
*the headsman ”—as he is humorously known 
in Washington—with the remark, ‘‘ These are 
the friends whose counsel we will follow in 
Pennsylvania.” That decision determines the 
aclection of over 4,000 Postmasters. 

This settlement of the attitudeof the National 
Administration toward the State Administra- 
tion forces in Pennsylvania has complete- 
ly disrupted the Congressional combine 
whick MoAleer of Philadelphia and Mutcb- 
ler of Easton, Penn., attempted to form. 
They ciroulated rumors that Mr. Har- 
rity and his friends were in bad odor with the 
President and his advisers, and with thie as a 
basis they endeavored to bring about a coalition 
of all the anti-State Administration Democratic 
Congressmen, the hope being held out that 
all who joined the combine would con- 
trol the division of the loaves and fishes. 
The reception given Harrity and Hensel 
has dissolved this roseate-tinged mist. Even 
Bipe, the accidental Congressman from the 
Twenty-fourth District, who was a ieader in the 
combine, has hastened to come in out of the 
wet, andis now busily assuring all listeners 
that he never thought of opposing the 
wishes of Mr. Harrity and is friends. 
The resultis that the Pennsylvania Congres- 
sional coalition, from which its friends expect- 
@i so much, consists to-day of only MoAleer and 
Mutchier, and they are shivering in the frigid 
atmosphere of abandoned hope, and have at 
Jast realized that their opinion of Cleveland one 
year ago has not been forgotten. 

Another message which the Pennsylvania 
visitors can convey to their friends, if they 
wish, is that the President meant exactly what 
he said when he declared that Republican in- 
cumbents of important offices, ugainst 
whom no obarges are bepnant, will 
be permitted to fill out the terms, 
and that other things being equal, Demo- 
erates who held office under him before will not 
be reappointed. Under this latter ruling it is 
intended to give a new deal all around. Phila- 
delphia will be one of the first cities to be 
affected by it. The term of J. Granville Leach 
as Appraiser expires next Saturday or Sunday, 
and although Gen. George Rk. Snowden has been 
mentioned for the succession it is not likely 
that he will be considered, because he was As- 
sistant Appraiser during Mr. Cieveland’s first 
term. 

The only two men who are considered at 
present are Charles E. Ingersoll, a grandson of 
the famous Charles J. Ingersoll of the Phila- 
deiphia bar, and C. Robb Maury, a brother of 
the late Dr. Frank Maury, one of the 
celebrated members of the medical pro- 
fession of the uaker City. Mr. Ingersoll’s 
friends say that it is not certain that he would 
accept the position. The present chances favor 
Mr. Maury’s appointment The matter may 
not be settled for several weeks after Mr. 
Leach’s term of office expires. 

The only other office in Pennsylvania which 
will become vacant in the very near future is 
that of the District Attorney for Western Penn- 
sylvania, which Walter Lyons will abanden in 
April to assume his duties as a State Senator. 

Those aspiring patriote, not only in Philadel- 

hia, but in all other large ;cities, who wish to 
sort, Postmasters and Collectors of Internal 
Revenue and to fill other big positions of honor 
and revenue, can learn from Mr. Harrity for the 
asking that they will better their chances by not 
pushing their claims at the present time. So far 
as Philadelphia is concerned Postmaster Field, 
Collector Brooks, Collector Cooper, Superin- 
tendent Bobyshell, Pension Agent Shetmire, Sule 
Treasurer Waiters, and District Attorney In- 
bam will beleftin undisputed possession oftheir 
charges until their official terms expire, and 
perhaps for a few months later, and those who 
plead now for their places will be looked upon 
@s nuisances and probably abated as such. 
This is official. 

The President is moving-#0 slowly in his se- 
jection of heads of departments that even the 
incumbents of the most important poste have 
pot been determined upon. No one has 
been fixed upon for Commissioner ot 
Pensions, but if the choice were made 
to-day it would im all MIikelihood fall 
upon Wheeler .of Michigan. For Commis- 
sioner of Patents, which requires a man of 
technical knowledge, William O. Strawbridge, 
the well-known patent lawyer of Philadelphia, 
ie well thought of, but he telegraphed here 
yesterday declining to be a candidate 
and suggesting the appointment of an- 
other man. The matter is not determined, 
pat Seymour of Connectiont stands a good 
chance of securing the prize. No one has yet 
- been agreed upon for the important positions

KOW IN THE INDIANAPOLIS G, A. B.

THE NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT MAY BE 
ASKED TO MEET ELSEWHTRE. 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 21.—The opposition 
among the local members of the Grand Army of 
the Republic posts to the holding of the Na- 
tional Encampment in this city has taken defi- 
nite shape in a movement to adopt resolutions 
atthe State Encampmert declaring that the 
veterans of Indiana deem it inexpedient for the 
National Encampment to be held in Indiana 
thie year. 

For a month the matter has ‘been canvassed 
in the several posts of this city. and in one, hay- 
ing 390 members, a vote was taken, and it was 
unanimous in opposition to the holding of 
the National Encampment here. 

The State Encampment will meet at Evans- 
ville in April, and it is proposed to draft resolu- 
tions reciting the fact that the Monument Com- 
mission has Mexicanized- the Soldiers and 
Ballore’ Monument; that it is no longer a monu- 
ment to honor the heroes of the late war, and 
that itis the sentiment of the posts that the 
Grand Army of the Repubilic as an organization 
should not participate in the dedicatery exer- 
elses. 

It was mainly on aceountof the monument 
that Indiana posts desired the National En- 


campment to meet here. The resolutions will 
ask the Council of Administration to fix the 
meeting at some other place. The opposition 
to the special tax in this city is also having its 
effect in determining such action. The City 
Council yesterday passed the ordinance by a 
vote of 15 to5 appropriating $75,000 in aid of 
the National Encampment, 

MILWAUKEE, Maroh 21.—At the national 
headquarters ef the Grand Army of the Repub- 


lic it is stated that there is no thought of aban- 
doning Indianapolis as the place for holding 
the National Encampment. 

Adjt. Gen. Gray says that the encampment 
proper consiste of about 1,000 men, who meet 
to transact business, and that they will assem- 
ble at the appointed time and place regardless 
of what may be done in the way of preparing to 
entertain the crowds that will go simply as a 
matter of pleasure. 

Some of the Indiana Grand Army of the Re- 
public men talked of asking the Council of Ad- 
ministration to change the place of meeting, 
but nothing of the kind was done. 





LINCOLN’S MONUMENT NEGLECTED 


—_——_—.—_— 
AN INDIGNANT PROTEST FROM A CHI- 
CAGQ NEWSPAPER. 


CuicaGco, Maroh 21.—The Evening Journal 
thus calle attention to the condition of the 
Lincoln Monument at Springfield, IL : 

“ Abraham Linovln’s tomb at Springfield has fall- 
en from its high piace as the shrine of a mighty 
Nation. The stately monument erected at the 
capital of Illinois, t0 commemorate the loveof a 
people, is scarred and mutilated from the attacks of 
Vandalistic relic hunters, 

“The man who gave freedom to 400,000 slaves 
now lies under the tottering walls of a towering 
mausoleum, whose stately halls are filled with rub- 
Dish, sometimes Calied * relios,' and which are exhib- 
ited in true dime museum style by a custodian at 25 
cents a head. 

“truly a sad commentary upon the American 
people, that even one of the race Linooln freed oan- 
not pay a visit of reverence to his grave ‘ without 
the price.’ Napoleon, who enslaved the French and 
kept them involved in war until they were decimat- 
ed, slumbere under the massive dome of the In- 
valides. Lincoln, who united his country and was 
martyred for his devotion, has his tomb turned into 
a peep show. 

“Ifsuch men as Richard J. Oglesby. Shelby M. 
Cullom, and Senator John M. Palmer, who are mem- 
bers of the Lincoln Monument Association, sit by 
and say ‘It is well,’ what can be expected of others ! 

“ But what olficial boards and red-tape methods 
oannot effect, private effort, intelligently directed, 
may do. Tothe credit of the State of Lilinois, and 
especially to the honor of Chicago, this desecration 
of President Lincoln's grave has roused one of its 
citizens. 

**Charles L. Hammond has set the ball a-rolling in 
the shape of a petition, which will be presented to 
the General Assembly, requesting it to take such 
measures as will resuitin the completion, repair, 
and proper maintenance of the Lincoln Monument.” 

The article further alleges that the terrace 
and the interior of the monument iteelf are in a 
ruinous condition; the ipterior of the mause- 
leuin is faced with common red brick, the mor- 
tar is washed out of the base and pediment, the 
bronze beroic figures on the corners are broken 
and mutilated by relic hunters. 

The condition of the monument was pointed 
out by Mr. Hammond in 1891, but nothing has 
been done since. J. C. Power has been the 
custodian since 1874, when the monument was 
dedicated. 


SUING HIS OULD PARTNER,

A MINING DEAL IN WHICH ONE OF THE 
PARTIES WAS DUPED. 


DENVER, Col., March 21.—A suit for $107,000 
was filed in the District Court to-day by Rescoe 
Kinsell against his former partner, George W. 
Williams, of Utica, N. Y. 

Seven or eight years aco the men were mining 
brokers doing business under a partnership. 
They were successful, but Williams spent all 
his money in gay living. He finally quit that, 
and the partners got hold of the Centennial 
lede under bond and lease. They eold the prop- 
erty to 8t. Louis parties, with Gov. Francis as 


the President of the company formed. Will- 
jams went to St. Louis, closed the deal, and put 
the money in the bank. By the stipulations he 
got $100,000 in cash and 96,00U shares of 
the par valae of $1 each. Williams came 
back to Denver and paid over to the Kansas 
men of whom they had seoured the bond and 
lease $47,500, leaving the agents the balance. 
Wilhame had disposed of the stock at $1 and 
$1.50 per share, though he told Kinse)l that he 
had not. Kinsell got none of the money. 
Williams left LDemver and went out of sight.

INTRODUCED BY ASSEMBLYMAN MARTIN.

vertise itself. .

WESTFIELD, N. J., March 21.—In the school 
election to-night Dr. Sherman Cooper was 
elected Trustee for three years, and Hiram L. 
Bink for one year. 

There was much excitement at the polls. 
Bixty members of the Junior Order of Ameri- 
can Mechanics and their friends were present 
determined to defeat Miss Emma Bridges, who 
was known tobe strongly opposed to the use 
of the Bible in publics schools.

HENRY W. DIXON’S ESTATE 


SAID TO HAVE BEEN WRECKED 
BY HENRY A, ROOT, 


A REMARKABLE LAW SUIT FOR WHAT 


IS LEFT OF IT BEGUN IN CHICAGO— 
A BROTHER COMES TO THE RES- 
CUE — DIXONS PRESENT WHERE- 
ABOUTS UNKNOWN. 


CHICAGO, Maroh 21.—A proceeding which 
reads more like a story of fietion than an action 
at law was begun in the Cirouit Court to-day. 
It was brought at the instigation of James W. 
Dixon of New-York City, who asks the courts of 
Chicago to wrest the person and property of 
his brother, Henry W. Dixen, from the control 
of Henry A. Root, a New-York lawyer. 

The recital covers a period of eight years, 
during ali of which time the weak-minded and 
aged Henry W. Dixon, who at the outset is said 
to have been wealthy, was made the victim of 
Root’s hypnotics. Tangled with it all is a wo- 
man, Mrs. F. D. Haywood, who, it is claimed, 
made her home with Root in New-York. 

In this city are $20,000 in collaterals, the 
skeleton of the shattered fortune, which is the 
basis for the action. This amount consists of 
two certificates of deposit for $10,000 
now in the vaults of the Central Safe- 
ty Deposit Company, where they were 
placed about a year ago by Henry 
W. Dixon and Henry A. Root. Since that time 
it is held that Root attempted to get possession 
of these securities, but was refused by the com- 
pany, the latter holding, that the agreement 
was, when they were placed there, that Root and 
Henry W. Dixon should only have acéess to the 
vault when each was withthe other, and, in ad- 
dition, the company had been notified in the 
meantime of the@appointment of James W. 
Dixon committee of lunacy of Henry W. Dixon 
at Flushing, N. Y. 

The complainant seeks to have the oourts re- 
6train the deposit company from delivering the 
collaterals to any other than himself as commit- 
tee In lunacy, and also to compel the company 
to allow him access to the vaults. 

Henry W. Dixon was declared insane Jan. 30, 
1891, in Queens County, N. Y., but it is held 
thathe has been of weak and unsound mind 
since 1884, and inoapable of managing his 
affairs. Up to 1884 he made his home with his 


brother, the complainant, when he left and 
took up his abode with Heury W. Root, with 
whem he continued to live until he was de- 
clared of unsound mind. 

At the time of his taking up hia residence 
with Root he was poesessed, in addition to 
other collaterals, of a pieve of property in New- 
York City at 55 Cedar Street which yielded an 
annual income of $4,000 above expénses and 
taxes. This property he was induced to mort- 
gage for $10,000, it is alleged, at the instiga- 
tion of Root, who, it is held, appropriated the 
amount to his own use. 

In February, 1888, Dixon conveyed this 
property to the New-York Mutual Life Ineur- 
anoe Company for $70,000, which conveyance, 
itis held, was made at the instance of Root. It 
is stated further that Koot received the whole 
of the $70,000. 

It 18 alleged that during the Winter of 
1885-6 Root, in the exercise of his undue irn- 
fluence over Dixon, caused him to go, in com- 
pany with a Mra. R. D. Hayweod, who was re- 
siding with Koot in West Forty-eighth Street, 
New-York, to Cedar Keys, Fla., and that Koot, 
on the pretext of reimbursing himself for the 
journey, assessed Dixon $1,000. 

In May, 1888, the complainant continues, 
Root went to Aix, France, and took Dixon, Mra. 
Haywood, and her son with him. For thie trip 
it is alleged, he taxed Dixon $2,50V, promising 
to repay bim at some future time. 

During the same month an agreement was 
entered into between Koot and Dixon by which 
the former was to pay the latter an annulty of 
$1,500 for ten years, or $125 amonth. This 
arrangement, it is held, was brought about only 
after the mosturgentimportunities of Dixon’s 
friends, who, knowing his mental condition, in- 
terceded in his behalf. 

It is said further that Root complied with re- 
luctance and not until he saw there was no al- 
ternative between that and exposure. He was 
then required to make some substantial guar- 
auty of good faith, and to this end Simon H. 
Stern was made a trustee, in conjunction with 
Henry A. Hoot, to hold $25,000 in trust, to be 
supplied by Root, to make good his obligations 
to Tixen. The trust money waa invested in 
Chicago and Northwestern and Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and 8t. Louis Railway stook. 

Meanwhile Dixon continued to make his home 
with Koot. Up to this time the transactions be- 
tween the two men appear as follows: Dixon's 
New-York property bad vanished, trom which a 
total of $70,000 was derived. Dixon, it is ad- 
mitted, expended the sum of $12,500 for a farm 
and $5,000 for stock and house furnishings. 

Dixon made his home on the farm tora few 
weeks with Root, when he deeded the whole 
outfit to the lawyer for $15,0U0, but it is held 
that the grantee failed to pey, over the purchase 
money. It is further held that Koot, by his 
methods, converted other money and property 
of Dixon to his own uée, 

Meanwhile Dixon was growing mentally and 
physically weaker. Root, itis held, did not pay 
him the mouthly allowance as agreed, but 
dribbled out to him small sums of money as he 
felt inclined. By this time Samuel H. Sterno 
had tired of his trust as a co-trustee 
with Recot for Dixon, and went into 
court and asked to be relieved. This 
being done, the railroad stocks, which 
were in Btern’s custody, were placed in the 
hands of Root, who was at that time at Helena, 
Mon. In a short time he had Dixon with him, 
and the two hypothecated the railroad stocks 
with Helena banks forthe two ten-thousand- 
dollar certificates of deposit, which are now in 
bex No. 5,244 of the Central Safety Deposit 
Company's vaults. 

The last transaction between the two of 
which record is made is the following: 

AUDITORIUM HOTEL, Jan. 2, 1892. 
Te Henry A. Root: 

Our accounts are settled and adjusted to this date. 
The balance due me by you is the surplus over 
$20,000 that may arise from the sale of the 14 Nash- 
Ville and Chatanooga bonds and 100 shares of North- 


western stock. 
in the event of my death such balance and the 


$20,000 so deposited, with interest, is your property. 
HENRY W. DIXON. 

Root is alleged to have written the above out 
and caused Dixon to copy andsignit. When 
Root left Chicago he left Dixon behind. The 
latter made his war to New-York and again 
went to the home of his brother. He afterward 
disappeared, however,and is said to be detained 
by the undue influence of Koot. 

The complainant prays that all persons con- 
cerned be require to show cause why he 
should not have the relief asked for, and es- 
pecially that Henry A. Root be required to 
inake known Henry W. Dixon's present where- 
abouts.

FLAMES IN THE ALEXANDRA, 


4 SIXTH AVENUE APARTMENT HOUSE 
BADLY WRECKED BY FIBE. 


The Alexandra, a five-story apartment house 
at Sixth Avenue and Fifty-first Street, was 
badly damaged by fire last evening. The fire 
started on the second floor and extended 
through the staircase well and the air shafts to 
the roof. The building has a frontage of 100 
feet on Sixth Avenue, where it occupies 901, 
903, 905, and 907, and a depth ef 100 feet on 
Fifty-first Street. There are entrances on Sixth 
Avenue and on Fifty-firat Street. There were 
only ten occupants of the suites of apartments 
above the stores. which were on Sixth Avenue, 

The fire started in the apartments of Mrs, 
Elizabeth Holmes, on the second floor on the 
Sixth Avenue front. A lamp was overturned 
and set tire to a table cover. The flames spread 
rapidly. There were ample means of exit, and 
all the occupants made their escape. One wo- 
man fainted when in the hallway on the ground 
floor, and two policemen carried her into an ad- 
joining house. 

When the tiremen came the interior of the 
centre section of the building was a furnace. 
The flames had rushed up the well of the stair- 
case and through the air and light shafts to the 
roof and were spreading north and south on the 
upper floors. No time was lost in summoning 
reinfor nts. & il and third alarms were 
turned in. It was feared at one time that the 
building would be destroyed. Chief Bonner was 
in charge, and in an hour the fire was under 
control. 

The tire burned out the flats on the Sixth 
Avenue front and extended to some of the 
suites of apartments in the Fifty-firat Street 
wing. The building was deluged with water. 
It is estimated that the damage to the building 
will amount to $20,000. It ie owned by Mrs. 
Harriett Overheiser of 106 West One Hundred 
and Sixteenth Street, who purchased it in April 
last. The damage is covered by insurance. 

The store at 901 and 903 Sixth Avenue is oc- 
cupied by Henry Leidel, dealer in artists and 
decorators’ materials. The loss im this store py 
water is $7,000. No. 905 is ocoupied by Loew 
«& Schaffner as a real estate and insurance office, 
and by the Saratoga Express Company, who 
lose $500 each. The store at 907 is occupied by 
William Linde, painter and decorator, and 
ave Daly, plumber; damage by water, $1,000 
each.

A WITNESS BLESSED WITH A VERY 
CONVENIENT MEMORY. 


Topeka, Kan., March 21.—The State Senate 
commitee continued ite investigation of the 
charges of boodle against some of the Staie 
officials to-day. Witnesses from Kansas City, 
Kan., professed ignorance about money being 
sent to Topeka to influence the State officials in 
the appointment of Police Commissioners for 
their city. 

James F. Legate of Leavenworth admitted 
having recef¥ed $4,500 from Pate Kline, a 
gambler of Kansas City. At first he said the 
money was to be used to protect the whisky men 
from being blackmailed by newly-appointed offi- 
cials; but later he testified that he used part of 
it in trying to find Republican members of the 
House who would work with Populist members 
in organizing the lower house, and then he 
used the balance in trying to get Kepublicans 
to recognize the Rump House. 

He was conveniently forgetful of names and 
residences of men to whom he paid money in 
sums of $1,000. He acknowledged that 

Btate official was present when 
ho got the iast $1,500 from the gam- 
biers, but said that no State official re- 
ceived one cent. His testimony was of such a 
character as to be discredited. He had no rec- 
oliection of any of the people with whom he 
dealt or counseled. At the last he swore that 
the railroad attorneys told him they were satis- 
fied to allow the session of the Legislature to 
run out with the dual House, as that would 
prevent any legal legislation adverse to rail- 
road interests. 

©. Y. Leland, who had been charged with of- 
fering $5,000 and $10,000 to Representatives 
McAleny and Burgard of Kansas Gity for their 
votes for United States Senator, said he did not 
offer either man a cent, because he was not bid- 
ding for votes, and if he had been he would not 
have talked money to either of these men, as 
they were not truetworthby. 

Unless Pate Kline will testify to-morrow and 
will give the whole deal away, the investigating 
committee will have little pertinent testimony. 
The committee to-night concluded to spead 
another day in trying to find a witness who was 
not afraid to tell the truth.

ELECTRICITY AS AN ARTIST 


WONDERFUL THINGS CLAIMED FOR 
THE TELAUTOGRAPH. 


HANDWRITING TO BE REPRODUCED AT 
A DISTANCE AND EXACT COPIES OF 
PORTRAITS AND PICTURRBS TRANS- 
MITTED—PRACTICAL USES TO WHICH 
THE INSTRUMENT MAY BE PUT. 


Some of thé wonderfdl things that can be done 
with the telautograph were shown to visitors at 
Reem 147 in the building 80 Broad way yester- 
day. Judging from the results produced at the 
exhibition, the telautograph seems to have been 
brought to a point of perfection at which it may 
be made an efficient servant of the business 
world. 

The telautograph is an invention, an electrical 
contrivance, which enables a man to sit down to 
an instruments in one place and transmit, among 
other things,a written message,in his own 


‘handwriting, to some one many miles distant. 


The message does not travel through a pneu- 
matio tube; it is transmitted over a wire. 

A representative of THe New-YorRK Times 
Visited the rooms of the Gray National Telau- 
tograph Company, at 80 Broadway, and saw 
several of the telautographs in operation. T. 
M. Logan, President of the company; John W. 
Johnson, General Manager; W. H. Eckert, Gen- 
eral Superintendent, and John H. Bryant, 
stockholder, were present and: explained the 
uses of the instrument. 

“If you will come in here, I’ll shew you a few 
of the things that can be done with the telanto- 
araph,” said Mr. Bryant. The reporter followed 
him into aroom where a young man with a 
high forehead satin front of a desk on which 
rested two instruments, each about the size of 
a big binnacle. 

Through the centre of each instrument ran a 
wide strip of writing paper working on a roller. 

“ That instrument on the right is called the 
transmitter,” said Mr. Bryant. “In send- 
ing & message, the operator picks up an ordinary 
lead penoil, near the point of which, as you see, 
two silk ends are fastened at right angies to 
each other. These ends connect with the in- 


strument and, following the motion of the pen- 
oll as the operator writes, regulate the move- 
ments of the pen which reproduces the message 
at the receiving station.” 

The young map, in response to a request to 
write something appropriate to the occasion, 
took up his pencil and wrote on the paper of the 
transmitter: ‘There is a new young man in 
town.”’ 

Word by word the sentence made its appear- 
ance on the paper of the receiver at his left; it 
Was 4 fac simile of the original message. 

** Yon see, that rocords the message as it was 
seut,” said Mr. Bryant. ‘‘The sender has a 
copy of the message and the receiver has one. 
Now we will go into a» room at the end of the 
corridor where the message was sent.”’ 

In the room in question was an intellectual- 
looking young man, to whom Mr. Bryant said: 

** You reveived a message from No.4!” . 

“Yes,” said the operator. ‘ ‘There is a new 
young man in town,’” and he pointed to the 
message, a faithful reproduction of the hand- 
writing of the man who sentit. A forger could 
not have reproduced the original message with 
the ddelity displayed by the telautegraph. 

Other interesting exhibitions of the capabili- 
ties of the instrument were given. In one room 
ab operator wrote: 

“IT send you my photograph. What do you 
think of it?” 

Below this message, as soon as it was repro- 
duced in a distant room, the pen of the receiver 
began to trace the outlines of a human face. 
The only comment made on the picture was 
that it flattered the person whom it was in- 
tended to represent. 

“There is one practical use to which the 
telautograph can be put,” said Mr. Bryant 
“Let me iliustrate: Suppose, for instance, that 
Superintendent Byrnes has au instrament at 
Headquactors and there is one in each station 
house. The Superintendent wants to send out 
an alarm concerning a criminal whom he de- 
sires to arrost. What does he do?’’ 

“Why, he sends out an alarm, of course.”’ 

** He does more with the telautograph,” said 
Mr. Bryant triumphantly. ‘* He has a picture 
of the criminal, and one-of the Superintendent's 
subordinates (of course he will have a man who 
can draw) sits down and sends out with the 
alarm a sketch of the criminal whom the Super- 
intendent is after. This sketch is reproduced 
promptly in every station house, can be sent to 
railroad stations, or any other avenue of escape 
from the city. And in the same way the telan- 
togcraph can be made to serve papers which 
print pictures.” 

« Howl” 

“We wiil suppose, for the purpose of illustra- 
tion, that some unknown person is murdered in 
Albany, Buffalo, or some distant city. On this 
person are found papers indicating that he came 
trom New-York. An artist, such as newspapers 
employ, sees the body. A sketch of the dead 
person’s face is transmitted to New-York as 
quickly as a telegraphic dispatch The picture 
appears that day, or the next morning, in a 
New-York paper, and the story of the man’s 
death is given additional interest by a picture 
which may lead to his identitication.” 

** How does the receiver work!” 

“The receiving peu is a capillary giass tube 
placed at the jJunetion of two aluminium arma. 
This glass pen is supplied with ink which tlows 
from a reservoir through a small rubber tube 
placed in one of these arms. The Morse system 
of telegraphy consists of dots and dashes. This 
system combines those dots and dashes. Prof. 
Elisha Gray, the inventor of the telantograph, 
has worked on ittive years. He thinks he lost 
the telephone, and he has guarded against los- 
ing this wonderful invention by filing nearly 
400 claims in the Patent Office.. The professor, 
by the way, invented the musical telephone, 
which preceded the speaking telephone. He in- 
vented the harmonic telegraph, by whieh eight 
messages can be sent over oue Wire at the same 
time. Buthe regards the telautograph as the 
crowning effort of his varied and wonderful 
eleotrical inventions.” 

‘*In what field can the telautograph be made 
most useiul?”’ inquired the reporter. 

*“‘Wherever a record has to be made. In 
speaking over the telephone mistakes ure often 
made. Aman may order the purchase of, say, 
24,000 tons of coal. The receiver may under- 
stand the order to befor 34,000tons. The telau- 
tograph makes no mistakes. It records what is 
written, aud two records ofthe mussage are 
made. Business men frequently cali in mes- 
senger boys to take dispatches to telegraph 
otlices. By using the telautograph a man oan 
send his message direct to a telograph office and 
haveitonthe wires beforea boy could oarry 
the dispatch to an office. In various ways the 
telautograph will render the use of messenger 
boys unnevessary.”’ 

“Any nn meg the invention?” said the 
reporter ingqu y. 

a great number,” said Mr. Bryant. ‘Here 
is ause forit which will commend the instru- 
ment to business men. A merchant wants to 
get a written message to another merchant. 
He uses hie telautoxraph, but finds that the 
man he wants to communicate with isout. But 
when the absent merehant —— to his place 
of business be unlocks bis desk, looks at his tel- 
autograph, and finds a letterthere. The instru- 
ment can be used by railrvad men 2Teat ad- 
vantage in sending ont orders, chitects can 
make the instruments serve them, for by its 
use plans and drawings oan be transmtted. [ 
tell you, itis one of the greatest inventions of 
the age. Its use will lighten the mufts material- 
ly, andin my judgment will largely supplant 
the use of the telephone.” 

“Whyt” 

* Because the telautograph dees not leak. 
You can eatcoh some words from a telephone, 
but not from the telautograph. A man who 
understands telography can read by sound and 
catch a busisess order in ite trausmission. But 
his ears cuu revder him no service when the tel- 
autograph is doing its work noliselessly.’’ 

“ How much Is it going to cost to hire one of 
these instruments! ”’ 

“TI guppose that at the outset it will cost 
about as much as the telephone service, but that 
has not been determined yet. About 1,000 of 
the instruments are now in course of construo- 
tion.” 

‘Over what distance can the telautograph be 
used effectively ?’’ 

** We can transmit as far as the ordinary tele- 
graph sends what is called a straightaway 
message, say about 500 miles. It can be 
made to work a greater distance where power 
is added. Itseemsto me that the telautograph 
is destined to monopolize the private-line buai- 
ness of this country. Every man can be his own 
operator. In cities and towns the instrument 
will be operated on the exchange or central- 
station pian, the same as the telephone is now 
worked.” 

Aa the reporter stood over the telautograph 
to take a final glance at its work he saw the re- 
ceiving pen writing the following: 

“T have juet found a handsome silk umbrella 
im my room. Isn’t this a daisy bandle—ali ail- 
ver, with two diamonds set in it?” 

Then the pen traced the outlines of an artistio 
umbrella handle. Thereporter promptly proved 
ownership, and blessed the telautograph for 
having preserved the tranquillity of one housc- 
hold.

TOP SPINNING MAY COST SENIOR VAN 
HUYCK AN EYER. 


NeEW-HAVEN,- March 21.—The ranks of the 
Yale crew have been breken by an accident as 
unfortunate as it was unique. For over a week 
the top-spinning season has been under way on 
the Yale campus, and every senior has availed 
bimself of the leng-anticipated privilege of buy- 
ing one of the long-abandoned playthings and 
learning anew how to spin it. 

Yesterday Albert L. Van Huyck of Lee, Maas, 
& member of the champion Yale boat last year 
in the ’Varsity race with Harvard at New-Lon- 
don, made his firat attempt asa Yale senior to 
rotate atop in the regulation juvenile style. 
His efforts wore rewarded with the poorest re- 
sults, for on the second trial the top flew up in- 
stead of down, and, striking his eyeglasses, 
shattered them. The fragments were dashed 
inte one of his eyes, which are naturally weak, 
and the member was injured severely. Van 


Huyck has received careful medical attendance, 
but very grave doubts are entertained in regard 
to the seriousness of his injury. 

It is certain that a delicate operation will 
have te be performed on the eye, and the 
chances are about even for saving it. Even if 
it is not removed Van Huyek will probably ba 
obliged to leave college and thus weaken the 
Yale crew this year. He will be taken to his 
home in a few days. 

Van Huyok was regarded as one of the most 
skillful oarsmen in the boat He has been a 
conscientious student, though trouble with his 
eyes has always prevented bim from applying 
himself to his studies as much as his intellectual 
tastes gave him inclination.

The trouble was distinctively of the Orange 
and-Green order. A short time ago Clarke Wal- 
lace, one of the recent accessions to the Cabinet, 
speaking at an Orange meeting at Kingston, 
denounced the Home Rule bill, and declared 
that, should the ocoasion arise, the Orangemen 
of Canada were prepared to render active aid to 
their Ulster brethren to defeat the movement. 

The term “active aid” has been interpreted 
in various quarters as meaning armed resist- 
ance to British authority, and Mr. Wallace re- 
fuses to say that they may not bear that inter 
pretation. 

Shortly after the opening of the House this ‘ 
afternoon Mr. Casey of the Opposition drew at- 
tention to Mr. Wallace’s Kingston speech, ask- 
ing what the Controller of Customs for the 
Dominion meant by his bellicose words. 

Mr. Wallace stood by his guns. His Kingston 
speech, he declared, was a matter with which 
Parliament had nothing todo. He had spoken 
as an Orangeman, as the Grand Master of that 
association for British North America, and he 
spoke for himaslf. The matter was inno sense 
@ political one, so far as the Government was 
concerned. 

Mr. Wallace’s explanation was not satisfac- 
tory to a large number of members of the 
House. Parliament has on more than one oeca- 
sion declared itself in sympathy with the home 
rule movement, and both the great political 
parties in this conntry are more or less com- 
mitted to its support, and when Mr. Dawson, 
an Oppositionist of the Orange persuasion, 
moved aresolation of censure on the Grand 
Masterfor his advocacy of armed rebellion 
against British authority in Ireland, there was 
@ very pronounced support of it. 

Mr. Foster, the acting Jeader of the Govern 
meat, declined to hold the Government re 
sponsible for Mr. Wallace’s statements, but, at 
the same time, classed the resolution of censure 
as one of want of confidence in the Administra 
tion, and called upon the supporters of the 
Administration to vote it down. 

But here Mr. Foster failed. The Irish Roman 
Catholic Conservatives in the House, all stanch 
home rulers, refused to accept his dictum. 
McInerney of Kent, N. B., asked Wallace for a 
straight answer to a straight question: Did he 
mean to assert that he would encourage armed 
resistance tothe authority of the Queen and 
the Imperial Parliament? Wallace made no re- 
ply. “Then,” said MoInerney, “I will vote for 
the resolution of censure.” 

Samuel Hughes, Orange Conservative, sup- 
ported Wallace, declaring that he was justified 


in what he had said at Kingston because the 
men atthe head of the home rule agitation had 
declared that they would never be satisfied un- 
til Ireland wus entirely separated from Great 
Britain and was constituted an independent re- 
public. : 

John Costigan, Secretary of State, the long- 
time representative of the Roman Catholics of 
New-Brunswick and always a leading home 
ruler, arose to address the House. On his right 
sat Wallace. Costigan struck from the shoul- 
der. Had Wallace declared that he did not sup- 
port or advocate the idea of armed resistance 
to British authority his declaration would have 
been sulficient, but that gentleman haa declined 
to make any such admission. He regretted the 
trouble had arisen, but he saw only one course 
before him. He refused to regard the motion 
as one of want of confidence in the Government, 
and expressed his belief that, whatever the re- 
sult might be, the Government's position would 
not be affected. 

Men had in this country paid the penalty of 
their lives for opposing the poner consti- 
tuted authority of the land, and he held itin the 
highest degree censurable for any member of 
the Government to set at detiance the Queen*s 
authority. 

Héreferred to his own record as one who had 
always supported a conatitutional effort to es- 
tablish home rule for Ireland, but who had 
never on any ocoasion, either in Parliament or 
out of it, uttered one sentiment of defiance of the 
Crown, 

After announcing his intention to vote for 
the amendment and against his leader, Mn 
Costigan sat down. 

Messrs. Sproule, McLean, and Coatsworth, 
all Government supporters, spoke, uphelding 
Wallace as having the right to express his 
opinions as a private citizen outside the House, 
without being called to account by his fellow- 
members of Parliament. 

So serious had the matter become that when 
the House took recess at 6 o’clock a hastily- 
summoned meeting of the Cabinet was held, at 
which it was decided to oppose the Dawson 
resolution. 

The debate was resumed at 8 o’clock with 
great warmth. The House divided at midnight 
The Government was sustained by 31 majority, 
the lowest in four years.

NO HASTY APPOINTMENTS 


\NEW-YORK MAY NOT GET HER 
SHARE FOR SOME TIME. 


\ZUCH NOMINATIONS MAY NOT BE MADE 
UNTIL AFTER THE SENATE AD- 
JOURNS—THE PENSION COMMISSION- 
ERSHIP STILL IN DOUBT—THE IN- 
DIANA PATRONAGE. 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—All reports to the 
wontrary, notwithstanding, it now seems as 
if the New-York appointments will be post- 
poned until after the adjournment of the Sen- 
ate. 

The President desires all the time that he can 
secure to consider the nominations, and it is 
questionable whether he will be able to relieve 
Collector Hendricks before the firstof April 
The resignation of Mr. Hendricks, before his 
successor had: been determined upon, was an 
intimation that he desired to quit, but it is not 
reason enough to constrain the President to fill 
the place with reckless haste. 

There will be no recklessness in disposing of 
any of the New-York places, and there does not 
yet appear to be any excessive zeal about 
cbanges in the city. The out-of-town applicants 
gre much more urgent than those from the city, 
and the out-of-town men in New-York State are 
calm compared with the applicants from some 
other parts of the country. 

There is no “slate” here from New-York. 
The reports that represented Secretary Lamont 
as coming baok here the frst of the week with 

alist prepared by Mr. Croker did both Mr. 
Croker and Col. Lamont injustice, as Mr. Croker 
did not offer a list, so that Col. Lamont could 
not have received one from him.

nothing, and is perfectly willing to wait upon 
the pieasure of the President for any recogni- 
tion of the work of the city Democracy that he 
may see fit to offer to that organization.

Then it was re- 
considered, the nomination was withheld, 
and it was decided to take more time and 
to try and find a man of broader gauge 
than had first been decided upon. From 
the Southern men there comes @ request that 
the President shall choose an Eastern man rather 
than one from the West, for the reason that an 
Eastern wan, coming from a section in which 
criticism of the pension business is bolder and 
less affected by the influence of the ** comrades,” 
would be a more effective officer thana man 
from a Western section filled with tue bene- 
liciaries of the pension system. 

It was said to-day by a man who has been 
Very much interested in the appointment that 
the position of Pension Commissioner is further 
from being filled thun it was a week after the 
President was inaugurated. 

Itis found that extreme care will have to be 
exercised about taking without question the 
bouthern representations that candidates are 
proper men to be appointed to tue places for 
which they are recommended by Congressional 
delegations. ** The trouble is with us,” said a 
Southern man to-day, **that we have to ap- 
prove about everything that is brought along 
for us, and [ am free to say that if all of our 
representations were taken for what we say 
they are there would be’ some appointments 
that would turnout to be not politically de- 


nt. 

With all his care, the President may have 
been misled in making the appointment of 
Frank H. Burke for District Attorney of Indi- 
ana. It does not appear that the President was 
made aware of the fact that Mr. Burke, so 
warmly pressed by Senator Voorhees, was op- 
posed by Editor Morass, and that he had been 
one of the most zealous and virulently eloquent 
opponents of Mr. Cleveland's nomination, and 
that he was at Chicago to help out boisterousiy 
the combination vy which the Hill and Gray 
men were to club the rest of the convention 
into submission to any other candidate than 
Mr. Cleveland. 

Mr. Kern, on the contrary, who had been rec- 
ommended by Mr. Moras, Mr. Taggart, Chair- 
man of the {[ndiana State Committee, and many 
other Cleveland men, was ons of the men who 
fought the Cleveland fight, kept the delegation 
etrong for him, and at an early stage of the con- 
vention, brought about the withdrawal of Gray 
from the contest.

MR. M’CLELLAND NOT BEGGING FOR 


OFFICE—jOME APPLICATIONS. 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—8tate Senator Charles 
P. McClelland departed for home this afternoon. 
He came to Washington to attend to a case be- 
fore the Secretary of the Treasury, and did not 
call upon the President. Mr. McClelland de 
clared that he was nota candidate for the Col- 
lectorship of the Port of New-York in the sense 
of being an applicant for the position. ¢ 

“T have read in the newspapers,” gaid he, 
“that my application is on file at the Treasury 
Department. I wish to deny that I have ap- 
plied for any Government position. It may be 
thatsome of my friends have petitioned the 
President in my favor, but they have not done 
so with my knowledge or consent. It would be 
foolish for me to assert that I would not like to 
be Collector of the Port of New-York, but I 
will not ask the President for the position, and, 
if it should come to me, you may rest assured it 
will come unsolicited. I regard it as beneath 
my dignity to ask for it. The Collectorship is 
fully as important as a Cabinet position. The 


man who holds it ought to be selected for fit- 
ness alone.” 

Atthe Treasury Department it was said that 
an application in behalf of the appointment of 
Mr. McClelland had been on file for several 
days, but the correspondent of THk Niw- 
YorK TIMES was not permitted to see 
it. All applications are regarded as se- 
ecret documents by the officiale of the 
Appointment Division. Sincé Mr. McClelland 
appeared upon the scene there has been renewed 
talk concerning his chances of seouring the Col- 
lectorship. The opinion to-night seems to be 
that he has as good an outlook as any other man 
who bas been pamed for the honor. 

Judge Maurice J. Power of New-York is at the 
Arlington to-night, and his presence hae served 
to give the political gossips, who are finding 
life a trifle wearisome these days, something to 
talk about. Mr. Powerissupposed to be hot on the 
trail of the New-York City Postmastership, but 
he has not indicated the object of his visit, and 
the gossips have been unable to secure any- 
thing definite upon which to hang an interesting 
story. fo, for want of something better, he is 
talked about as the coming metropolitan Post- 
master.

THE SENATE’S EMPLOYES. 


DEMOCRATS DECIDE TO GO AHEAD AND 
REORGANIZE THE FORCE. 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—There bids fair to be 
considerable excitement in the Senate Chamber 
before the present extraordinary session comes 
to an end 

The Democratic Senators have decided that 
they have a perfect right to reorganize the force 
of Senate employes, and have named the men 
who will fill the chief places. They are ex- 
Representative William R. Cox of North Caro- 
lina for Secretary, Richard J. Bright of Indiana 
for Sergeant at Arms, and the Rev. W. H. Mil- 
burn for Chaplain. Mr. L. Q Washington, who 
Was & candidate for the Secretaryship upto o 
week ago, withdrew, and his name was not 
considered. 

These names were decided upon at a caucus 
of the Democratic members of the Senate held 
this afternoon between 1Zand 4 Tho long ses- 
sion was due to a decided difference of opinion 


regarding the wisest policy for the majority to 
pursue. The question whether there should be 
® general turning out of the Republican officers 
at this time had been left to the Demooratio 
“Steering ’’ Committee by a former caucus. 

This committee had concluded to make no re- 
port, but to leave the question to be settled by 
the Democratic Senators themeseives. The fact 
that, in the extraordinary session of 1881, the 
Republicans had unsuccessfully attempted to 
reorganize the Senate force, was well known to 
membera of this committee who had taken 
partin the filibustering tactios restored to in 
that session, and they were doubtful whether, 
if asimilar attempt were made at present, it 
would be any more successful than the other. 

It was asserted to-day, by a number of Sen- 
ators, that there was no valid reason why the 
minority should oppose the wishes of the ma- 
jority inthe matter of the composition of the 
working force. No secret was made of the fact 
that most of those present believed the Demo- 
cratic obstructionists of 1881 had taken an en- 
tirely wrong position. This was admitted by 
one of the Senators who took the most active 
part in that struggle. 

“in reviewing the matter,” he said, “I am 
free to confess that I wish the record told a 
different story, so faraslam concerned. There 
was nota single reason worthy of the name 
why the Republicans should not have been per- 
mitted to reapportion the offices.” 

By reason of the fact that he was one of the 
chief obstructioniste in the session of 1881, Mr. 
Harris of Tennessee said to-day that it seemed 
to him that it would be wise for the majority to 
make no attempt at present to till the offiées. 
It was his advice that the prinoipal officers be 
named, but that they be not permitted to take 
their seats until next December. 

It has been frequently asserted that Mr. 
Cockrell of Missouri favored a postponement of 
reorganization. He expressed himself to-da 
as in favor of an immediate change in the of- 
fices. The files of the Record show that he 
made most of the dilatory motions in 18381, 
which prolonged the session from March 4 
until May 19. Because of this Mr. Cockrell 
will not take an active part in the present 
movement, but his vote will be at the service of 
the would-be reorganizers in case the present 
programme is carried out. He bas nothing but 
condemnation for the course he pursued twelve 
years ago. 

Mr. Gorman of Maryland counseled modera- 
tion to-day by reason of the unsatisfactory 
record of the Democrats on this very question. 

After a discussion, in which nearly every Sen- 
ator present expressed his opinion, the decision 
was reached that an attempt should be made to 
reorganize as soon as possible. Many of the 
Senators were moved to this course by their de- 
sire to get rid of the throng of office seekers 
who have made their lives miserable for the 
past fortnight. No time was fixed for the pre- 
sentation of the resolution relating to the offices. 
There will be a meeting of the ‘‘ steering” com- 
mittee to-morrow morning, and it is expected 
that the time will then be settled upon. It was 
agreed that a certain number of Republican 
employes should be retained. 

It is expected that the Republican Senators 
will hold a caucus to-morrow to arrange 8 plan 
of action to be followedjin case the Democrats 
adbere to their present arrangement. Several 
Republican Senators said this evening that the 
minority was fully determined that there should 
be no change in the working force of the body 
at present, and that it would filibuster until 
midsummer, if necessary, to defeat the scheme. 

The only reason given by the Republicans, 
and it is not a good one, is that the old employes 
who have just finished the arduous work of a 
regular session are entitled to the jong Summer 
vacation on salary. 

Unless the Democrats undertake to prove 
that the Republicans are not ayo! a “bluff” 
to prevent the Democrats from taking posses- 
sion of offices they are entitled to occupy at 
onoe it will be dificult to convince the general 
public that the Democrats are not afraid to 
make an effort to take what is theirown. ‘The 
talk about precedent in this matter is rather 
trivial. The suggestion that the country will 
not tolerate a struggle by the Demoerats to get 
possession of the working force of the Senate is 
absurd, for the country would at the same time 
be called upon to contemplate the struggle of 
the beaten Republicans to hang on to some- 
thing that does not belong to them. 

If the employes elected or appointed by the 
Republicans were represented to be in great 
distress, and that they are therefore proper ob- 
jects of the charity of the Democrats, that 
would be afrank appeal to Democratic gener- 
osity, but the sole argument of the Republiic- 
ans, which some of the Democrats are softly 
accepting as a good argument, ia that, because 
the Republican clerks and messengers and 
doorkeepers have heid on to the offices they 
are entitled to hold on to them a little while 
longer. 

It a! men possible that it would be found, if 
investigation could be made, that the Demo- 
crates who only want to “ make believe” fight 
for reorganization have been so affected by 
dickering withthe Republicans that they still 
feel some sort of obligation for favors in kind 
received.

ORGANIZATION OF A NEW JEWISH 80- 
CIETY WITH A VERY GOOD START. 


In response to a8 call issued by the local con- 
ference of Jewish ministers, a meeting was 
held in Temple Emanu-El last evening, and the 
Jewish Society for the Aid ‘of the Unfortunate 
was organized.

FOR PURER WATER SUPPLY 
MEDICAL MEN PRESENT A ME- 
MORIAL TO THE GOVERNOR. 


THEY URGE THE NECESSITY OF IMME- 
DIATE ACTION IN PROTECTING THE 
CROTON SHED AND POINT OUT THE 
INSUFFICIENCY OF THE WEBSTER 
BILL—THE REMEDY SUGGESTED. 


The committee appointed by the New-York 
Academy of Medicine to try to get the matters 
the academy considers essential into the bill 
providing for the sanitary protection of the 
Croton Watershed called on Gov. Flower at 
Albany yesterday with a memorial. On the 
committee are Drs. W. H. Thomson, E. J. Jane- 
way, A. Jacobi, H. D, Chapin, and J. West 
Roosevelt, and Lawyer C. 8. Davison. 

The Webster bill now only awaits the signa- 
ture of the Governor to become alaw. It gives 
power to the Commissioner of Public Works of 
this city to purchase such lands on the water- 
shed as he deems it necessary to purchase for 
the protection of the water from pollution, to 
the value of $500,000 a year for three years. 

The fundamental objection of the Academy 
of Medicine to the bill is that it does not meet 
the necessities for protection to the water made 


imperative by the danger of a cholera outbreak 
this Summer. Tbe committee of the academy 
argued in vain before the Committeo on Cities 
of the Senate for the amendment of the bill so 
as to meet immediate necessities. 

In the memorial urging the Governor not to 
sign the bill as it stands the committee explains 
fully the ground on which medical menand 
sanitary ex ts oppose it. Gov. Flower gave 
close attention to the reading of the memorial 
and promised to give the subject the considera- 
tion its importance deserved, saying that he 
feared the entrance of cholerainto the City of 
New-York from the interior more than from the 
—- The memorial in substauce was as 

ollows: 


“The undersigned desireto place themselves on 
record as neither approving nor disapproving said 
act and its§ provisions; as neither vooating nor 
opposing the approval thereof. They estimate that 
the provisions of the act which are for the order 
acquisition of real estate in the Counties of 
Westchester, Putnam, and Dutchess by the Corpor- 
ation of the City of New-York during the 
coming three years bear no relations to the emer- 
geney which confronts the State to-day. The ulti- 
mate ownership by a city of the actual territory oon- 
stitating its source of water supply may be thought 
advisable. 

“But the undersigned venture to lay before you 
and to place stress ron the fact that the approval 
of the present act, if such approval be not coupled 
with some memorandum from yourself looking 
toward further measures than those authorized by 
or, indeed, contemplated in this act, will tend to luil 
into a fancied security the public mind, which may 
result in serious disaster in the near future. 

“The undersigned presented to the Senate com- 
mittee, to whom the act in question was referred, 
certain amendments desired by them to be incor- 
porated therein. Deeming it the best oppor- 
tanity to obtain the necessary legislation upon 
the subject, they songht to avail themselves 
of the proposed act by expanding its pro- 
visions to meet the actual necessities of the case 
through amendments proposed by them for in- 
corporation therein. These amendments were re- 
jected in gross by the committee of the Sen- 
ate, although had ,opportunity afforded for their 
being separately offered on the floor of thas 
body, it is believed that certain of the 
more essential thereof would not have met with op- 

sition. They feil, however, in a body apparently 

ause of the proposal to substitute a commission 
for the Commissioner of Public Works as the indi- 
vidual charged with the execution of the provisions 
of the act. 

**It is immaterial to the undersigned and the body 
which they represent by whom the necessary steps 
for the proper protection of the water supply shall 
be taken. But that the actas presented neither di- 
rects nor authorizes sufficient and effective steps to 
be taken by any one they believe to be the fact. 

“They venture to call to your attention that the 
act now in your hands for approval contains no spe- 
cific authority to enforce any rules or regulations 
which the Commissioner of Public Works may deem 
it necessary to institute to protect the water 
supply. Not only has this primary requisite, if 
any useful purpose is to be accomplished, been 
omitted, but also, although in Section 27 the 
act speaks of the Commissioner of Public Works be- 
ing charged with the duty of ‘instituting proceed- 
ings to ascertain all damages’ occasigned by his 
‘making such rules and regulations, or the enforce- 
ment thereof,’ nevertheless the act does not at any 

oint authorize or empower the Commissioner of 

ublic Works to make any rules of regulations. In 
other words, all that the act actually provides is for 
the purchase, little by little, of lands contributing w 
the watershed of the City of New-York, while es- 
tablishing the details of the machinery for ad- 
justing the question of price between the city 
and the owners. As the money  author- 
ized to bo expended under the act for all 

urposes appears to be limited to $500,000 

n any ove year and the life of the act for the pur- 
pose of taking lands is limited to three years, it is 
palpable that no sufficient protection for the emer- 
genoy of the next few months is provided for there- 


in. 

“In this connection the undersigned beg to oall to 
your attention that ina memorial recently adopted b 
the Croton Aqueduct Commissioners of New- Yor 
City and forwarded to the Senate committee ap- 
proving the passage by the Senate of this act they 
confirm this position in the use of the phrase ‘In 
our opinion even greater powers could usefully 
conferred.’ The Croton Aqueduct Commissioners 

oint out that the pepertae of Publio Works of 

ew-York City ‘has been for many years charged 
with the duty of taking snuoh measures as may be 
necessary to preserve and increase the quantity of 
water and keep it pure’; and continuing they say 
that this is ‘a duty which it has not been possible to 
fulfill in the past becatise the Legislature has omitted 
to invest the Commissioner with the necessary 
legal authority.’ And it is respectfully submitted 
for your consideration that the act now in your 
hands for approval does not remedy this defect. is 
act merely authorizes the Commissioner of Public 
Works ‘to take such measures as may be necessary 
to preserve from pollution and defilement ail the 
sources of the water supply. and to abate and re. 
move the cause of any tution and detilement.’ 

“It is submitted that this language does not differ 
in legal effect, so far as increasing ‘necessary legal 
authority’ is concerned, from the language of Seo- 
tion 357 of the Consolidation act, whereby *the De- 
partment of Public Works is charged with the 
preservation of the banks of the Croton River 
and other waters from injury and nuisances, 
with the execution of such measures as may be 
necessary to preserve and increase the quantity of 
water and keep it pure.’ Since the Commissioner of 
Public Works has not, during the ten years last 
past, been held under this latter language to have 
H rennenp- | legal} authority jin the premises,’ 
it seems almost Te! to say that he can find 
such authority in is act. Under this act itis true 
that he can purchase lands, but it is not the fact that 
he can efficiently and lawfully under this act 
‘ abate nuisances.

tion = to legislation directly aimed at the object 
sought. 

“In this connection the undersigned respectfully 
submit the draft of a bill prepared at their request 
empowering the Commissioner of Public Works— 
though the academy would much prefer the selec- 
tion of a competent commission—to make sanitary 
rules and regulations for the protection of the water 
supply of the City of New-York, to be opera- 
tive and applicable to the lands within the 
Counties of Westchester, Dutchess, and Put- 
pam, on and. adjacent to the city’s sources 
of water supply; empowering the Commis- 
sioner to enforce such rules and regulations as he 
may adopt, directing thatthe same shall be a part 
of a consistent general plan to attain the de. 
sired onbjeot; granting to the Commissioner 
for those purposes and as to those loocali- 
ties the powers found ‘neceseary in the 
past to be given to local Boards of Health; permit- 
ting the employment by him of such assistants as 
may be necessary in the premises; providing for the 
payment and the raising of the necessary moneys to 
meet such expenditures as he may be put to, and 
providing for the proper compensation of such per- 
sons as may be injured in property by his proceed- 
ings under the act.”

About two years ago Mr, Allen bought a cot- 
tage on the so-called Dietz place, near the 
boundary line of Yonkers and Tuckahoe, and he 
and Mrs. Allen went to live there. Mrs, Allen 
says that they had no sooner settled than hor 
husband began to bring up his men friends to 
spend Sunday. The guests consumed a great 
deal of champagne, often amused themselves 
by target practice on the lawn, and in general 
held such “ high jinks”’ that the neighbors com- 
plained of the uproar.

M’LEOD AND HIS ASSOCIATES APPLY 
FOR AUTHORITY TO ISSUE CERTIFI- 
CATES —BONDHOLDERS UNITE TO 
PROTECT THEIR SECURITIES—M LEOD 
IN NEW-YORK. 


Archibald A. MoLeod oame ap from Philadelphia 
yesterday and spent a few hours in this city looking 
after Reading aifairs. He spent a portion of his 
time at a banker’s office in the Mille Building. He 
was apparently in good spirits and was as fall of 
energy as usual. Although declining to be inter- 
viewed, he made no concealment of the fact that he 
considers the issue of receivers’ certificates to be 
for the best interests of the Reading property under 
existing circumstances, 

The news that Lawyer J. G. Johnson, counsel for 
the Reading Company, had applied in the United 
States Cirouit Courtin Philadelphia for authority to 
issue receivers’ certificates to the amount of $5,500,- 
000 was commented on with much interestin this 
city. The question that concerned the bondholders 
here most wasthe proposition to have the certifi- 
cates made a firet lien over all seourities. 

John R. Dos Passos, counsel for the general mort- 
gage bond holders’ committee, said: * This application 
to issue receivers’ certificates will be referred to a 
Master to take testimony. Weshail appear before 
the Master and endeavor to find out just what the 


receivers propose to do with the money which they 
desire to raise on these certificates. With that infor- 
mation we will know how to proceed. Most assured- 
ly any attempt to put receivers’ ceriiticates ahead of 
the general mortgages will be resisted.’’ 

Cc. E. Bretherton, Vice Chairman of the London 
committee of income bond holders, has crossed the 
oy for the purpose of co-operating with the 
New-York bondholders in opposing the issue of re- 
ceivers’ certiticates as a tirst lien over all other secu- 
rities, and also to try and have Mr. McLeod removed 
from the receivership. Mr. Bretherton called upon 
Gen. Louis Fitzgerald at the offices of the Mercantile 
Trust Company yesterday, and his tender of co- 
operation Was cordially accepted. Gen. Fitzgerald, 
who isa member of the general mortgage bond hoid. 
ers’ committec, said that the committee’s counsel 
would certainly oppose the issue of any receivers’ 
certificates designed to have priority over the bonds. 

Some of the large banking houses in this city have 
received letters from their London correspondents 
pe et ey the damaging effect that the Reading 
collapse has had on the foreign market for American 
securities. English and German investors are de- 
scribed as being extgomely suspicious of all Amer- 
ican ratlroad securities. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 21.—Judge Dallas of the 
United States Cirouit Court this afternoon, on peti- 
tion of the receivers of the Philadelphia and Read- 


ing Railroad for authority to issue receivers’ cer- 
tincates to the amount of $6,500,000, issued an 
order referring the matter to George L. Crawford, 
the Master, with instructions to report to the court 
as to the advisability of making the order thereby 
preves for or apy other or modified order. ‘ihe 
aster is directed to give publicity of his proposed 
hearings by advertisement in the newspapers and 
by direct special written notice. 
he first portion of the receivers’ petition deals 
with the road's finances as embraced in their state- 
ment. The receivers state they have used a large 
amount of current receipts in the payment of wages 
accrued, but they have been unable to make any 
substantial reduction in the sums due for materiais 
and supplies and to connecting lines on account of 
interchange of traffic, and they have been unable to 
meet the payments which have falien due since Feb. 
20, 1893, on the accounts named. 

Further, the receivers state that the following is a 
correct statement of the indebtedness at the present 
time on the accounts named: < 

Railroad company, materials and supplies, 
$1,430,000; balance due other railroad companies, 
$1,110,000; materials and supplies, $377,000; coal 
purchases, about $1,736,000. In addition w the 
aaegeae amounts wages have accrued, since Feb. 
20, 1893, to the following amounts: Railroad com- 
pany, $1,400,000; coal and iron company, $700,000; 
Inaking @ total in ail of $7,053,000. 

The petition continues: *‘ Your petitioners are 
satistied that it will be impossible for them to pay 
in oash for materials, supplies, and other liabilities 
of the company at the time of the creation of the re- 
ceivership, and thereafter to be in possession of 
fands suflicient to enable them to meet other cur- 
rent Mabilities. They are unable with the cash in 
their hands to meet the liabilities which are being 
created from day to day, commencing with the re- 
ceivership. They believe that, if they are authorized 
to isaue certificates to the amount of $5,500,000, to be 
negotiated or to be delivered to the persons to 
whom the companies are indebted for material, sup- 
plies, coal purchases, &o., as above enumerated,they 
will be able, with the current receipts, to meet the 
current liabilities of the companies, as the same will 
accrue during the year ending the last day of March, 
1894, including all interest charges, rentals, and 
guarantees,and inoluding the outlays required to 
be made for equipment, notes, and oar-trust install- 
ments maturing during the year on contracts made 
prior to Jan. 1.”

BANKING INVESTMENT 
PASSED BY THE SENATE. 


ALBANY, March 21.—Senator Bloodgood’s 
Banking Investment bill passed the Senate to- 
day. The amendment to the law permits the 
Trustees of savings banka to invest deposits in 
the stocks or bonds of the following cities: 
Boston and Worcester, Mass.; St.Louis, Mo.; 
Cleveland, Ohio; Detroit, Mioh.; Providence, 
R.L, and New-Haven, Conn. If at any time the 
indebtedness of any of said cities, less water 
debt or sinking fund, shall exceed 7 per centum 
of its valuation for purposes of taxation, its 
bonds and stocks shall thereafter cease to be 


an authorized investment for the moneys of 
savings banks, but the Superintendent of the 
Banking Department may, in his discretion, re- 
quire any savings bank to sell or retain such 
bonds or stooks of said city as may have been 
purchased prior to said increase of debt. 

The Faotory Inspector bill of Mr, Southworta, 
(Dem., New- York,) has passed the Senate and is 
bow before the Governor. Some of the changes 
in thelaw are important. The listof articles 
prohibited from manufacture in a room or 
apartment of a tenement or dwelling house, ox- 
cept by the immediate members of the family, 
is extended so as to include hate, caps, suspoue 
ders, jerseys, blouses, waists, waistbands, un- 
derwear, neckwear, cigarettes, or cigars, 
Every person or corporation contracting for 
the manufacture of articles mentioned shall 
keep a written register of the names and ad- 
dresses of all persons to whom work is given, 
which shall be subject to the inspection of 
the Factory Inspector. Any person who ex- 
poses such articles for sale without a permit 
and every officer who ahall tind any of such 
artioles made in violation of law shall conspicu- 
ously affix to such article a label containing the 
wo “ tenement made,” printed in small pica 
capital letters on a tag not less than two inches 
in length, and shall notify the person owning or 
alleged to own such articles that he so labeled 
them. No person shall remove or deface any 
tag or label so affixed. When any article is 
found by the Factory Inspector, his assistant, 
or any of his deputies, to be made under un- 
clean or unhealthy conditions, he shail affix 
thereto the label prescribed and immediately 
notify the loval Board of Health where the arti- 
ele is made, whose duty it shall be to disinfect 
the same and thereupon remove such label. 

Senator Plunkits (Dem., New-York,) has in- 
troduced a bill which will enable the Health 
Department to resort to star-chamber proceed- 
ings and prevent the press frum obtaining in- 
formation which the public is entitled to. Is 
provides that the heads of all departments ex- 
cept the Police Department and the Health De- 
partment, and the chiefs of each andevery bu- 
reau of said departments, or any of them, 
except the Police Department and the Health 
Department, shali with reasonable promptness 
furnish to any taxpayer a copy of any book, uc- 
count, or paper kept by such department, bu- 
reau, or officer, upon payment in advance of 
tive cents for every hundred words. 

The House has passed the bill of Mr. Ryder 
(Dem., Westchester,) providing for an appro- 
priation of $372,000 to add two central tiers 
and a central court in Sing Sing Prison. 

The First Avenue Bridge billof Mr. Marrin, 
(Dem., Now-York,) passed the House. It au- 
thorizes the Commissioners of Public Parks 
to construct of stone, iron, or steel, a suitable 
bridge and approaches, with necessary abut- 
ments or arches over adjacent streets and 
avenues, from a point beginning at the morth- 
easterly corner of One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Street and First Avenue, running across 
Firat Avenue to and along Willis Avenue 
to One Hundred and Thirty-fourth Street. 
The bridge is to be completed within three 
years, shall be GO feet wide, with a grade of 
24 feet over the river and 19 feet over the ele- 
vated tracks of the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Railway. Workisto be done by con- 
tract. The costshali not exceed $1,500,000, 
which shall be met by the issue of 4 per 
cent. bonds by the Controller.

An office seeker of exceptional impudence 
has met with the only punishment he 
would probably feel, by the publication of 
his letter to a correspondent, offering him 
#500, payable on the issue of a commission 
as Postmaster. This is an unusual case of 
swift retribution, but we do not know that 
the particular offender is any worse at 
heart than the men who are clamoring for 
reward for party services, and though his 
proposition to a correspondent showed 
poor judgment, it was not in itself so dis- 
creditable as the “claims” submitted to 
Congressmen. It is an indication, how- 
ever, of the pitiful demoralization pro- 
duced by the spoils system. 





The bill pending in the Assembly pro- 
viding for the construction of two floating 
elevators at Buffalo by the State, to be used 
only in transferring grain from lake ves- 
sels to canalboats, seems to promise the 
only practicable mode of relief for the Erie 
Canal from the elevator monopoly estab- 
lished at its entrance and controlled in the 
interest of the railroads. This monopoly 
of elevating grain is one of the means used 
by the railroads to cripple the competition 
of the canal, and every effort to secure fair 
treatment for the boatmen has failed. The 
canal belongs to the State, and is main- 
tained at public expense, and under the 
conditions now existing at Buffalo elevator 
facilities seem to be a necessary appurte- 
nance for Pe maintenance of ite public

The real evil in this business in Brooklyn 
liesin the fact that there is no evidence of 
honest competition for the work or of any 
intention by the authorities to secure it. 
We do not know that there is any adequate 
legal remedy for this evil, but there isa 
political one, which Mayor Boopy should 
be made to understand at the next election. 











Tue Times has taken several occasions 
to express approval of the project to estab- 
lish a colony for the dependent epileptics of 
the State. The arguments in favor of the 
scheme ate too familiar to those who are 
interested in the subject to need to be re- 
hearsed. To others it may be enough to 
say that experts agree that these unfortu- 
nates cannot receive proper care and treat- 
ment in the existing institutions of the 
State, that humanity demands a separate 
establishment for them, and that the State 
Charities Aid Association has persistently 
urged the establishment of a colony. 
The last Legislature was so impressed 
by these considerations as to provide 
fora commission to choose a site for the 
colony. The commission hasselected what 
is declared to be an admirable site, consist- 
ing of 1,800 acres of land in Livingston 
County. The price asked is $125,000, 
which is said to be below the actual value, 
and the Legislature is asked to appropriate 
this sum, with $25,000 additional for im- 
provements, making $150,000 in all) The 
bill has passed the Assembly unanimously 
and is now pending in the Senate. There 
ought to be no question at all of the pro- 
priety of such an appropriation for such a 
purpose, with the very strong guarantees 
furnished in this case that the amount 
will be wisely and intelligently expended, 
and that it will confer an incalculable 
benefit upon a most pitiable class of de- 
pendents upon public charity. 





The reappearance of influenza in South- 
ern Russia makes the condition of the un- 
fortunate inhabitants deplorable indeed, 
for cholera has already been revived there, 
and by the failure of their crops and the 
loss of their cattle the people have been 
brought to a state of great destitution. 
It will be necessary for other Euro- 
pean countries and for Amerioa to 
guard carefully against the introduction 
of disease from this region, which seems 
fated to be a centre and source of con- 
tagious maladies throughout this year and 
probably for two or three years to come. 
The number of immigrants landed in this 
country from Russia recently has been 
small. For the two months of January 
and February it was 1,292. The number 
of those who arrived in the corresponding 
months of last year was 11,608. 

RATE AALS RE ENE EA EEO IES SE 
EMBLEMS AND PASTER. 

The Judiciary Committee of the State 
Senate has shown no disposition thus far 
to report the Farquhar bill, which has 
passed the Assembly, amending the ballot 
law so as to provide for the use of the 
blanket ballot. Mr. Rorscu, Chairman 
of the committee, is quoted as saying 
that no time has been set for a hearing 
on the bill, and that no hearing has been 
requested so far as he is aware. This is 
probably due to the fact that nobody sup- 
posed that any further hearing was neces- 
sary. It is a very simple matter, and 
everybody at all interested in the subject 
knows exactly what the measure is. When 
it passed the Assembly it was supposed 
that all opposition had practically dis- 
appeared, and that there would be 
no objection to it in the Senate. There 
is not the slightest doubt that public 
opinion is altogether in favor of the pur- 
pose of the bill. The only difference of 
opinion seems to be among the politicians, 
andit is difficult to make out why they 
should differ. The proposed change would 
certainly make voting much easier and 
simpler and the secrecy of the ballot more 
secure. The people do not like the present 
confusing and perplexing system of mul- 
tiple ballots, which, moreover, is unneces- 
sarily expensive. There is no doubt that 
all who have any intelligent opinion on the 
subject, irrespective of party, would great- 
ly prefer the single blanket ballot. There 
is no ground for any rational difference of 
opinion on party account, for whatever 
facilitates voting and proteets the purity 
of the ballot is equally desired by all hon- 
est citizens. 

And yet it is intimated that there is 
likely to be serious disagreement in the 
Senate over the measure, though it is ap- 
parently acceptable to all classes of voters. 
The Republicans have objected to the con- 
tinued use of the paster ballot and insisted 
upon the adoption of emblems to distin- 
guish the different tickets upon the official 
ballot, but in the Assembly they withdrew 
their opposition to the paster and now the 
Democrats are said to object to the use of 
emblems. This is all very foolish and has 
the appearance of being a mere pretext to 
cover some other motive for opposing the 
change. Brooklyn Democrats are said to 
be opposed to the whole bill, which is still 
more foolish, for it is a popular measure in 
the interest of independent voting, and 
their opposition can have no more rational 
ground than its supposed Tammany origin. 
In its original form it had the approval of 
the Tammany leaders, but that is no 
reason why sensible people should oppose 
it if it is desirable in itself, 

The adoption of both the emblem and the 
paster ballot is a sort of compromise. 
There are objections to the paster, because 
it continues the expense of privately 
printing and distributing ballots, and may 
possibly be used as a means of identifying 
votes and carrying out “deals.” If em- 
bleme are used the paster is not necessary 
to enable any one, however illiterate, to 
vote a straight ticket, The only thing to 
be said for it is that it will enable illiterate 
voters to vote mixed tickets prepared be- 
forehand and thus to vote independently in 





a certain sense. But the objection to this 





device in connection with a single official 
ballot is not very serious, andif the Repub- 
licans are willing to accept it there is 
surely no reason why the Democrats should 
object to the emblems. They oan do no pos- 
sible harm. They will only make it easy 
for evéry voter who cannot read to dis- 
tinguish the different tickets. They will 
not interfere in the least with the use of 
the paster, though they will make it less 
necessary and probably less common, but 
why should Democrats object to that? 
Their ticket will be as easily and certainly 
identified as any other on the ballot. The 
Republicans say that in many parte of the 
State the paster is not desired. The people 
have no use for it, and should not be put to 
the expense of providing it. They do de- 
sire the emblem, because it will make it 
easy to distinguish the ticket they wish to 
vote, and is a sufficient aid to the least in- 
formed among them. 

It is ridiculous to palter over these petty 
differences, for the adoption of both em- 
blem and paster leaves no sensible ground 
for disagreement. If there seems to be no 
very earnest demand for action in the mat- 
ter, it is because it was understood from 
the beginning of the session that action 
was certain. It was supposed that all were 
agreed upon the adoption of the blanket 
ballot at last, and that no further effort 
was necessary to secure it. It was only 
necessary to wait a little longer and it 
would come as the result of the disappear- 
ance of opposition. Is it not possible to 
get anything from the Legislature, how- 
ever thoroughly agreed upon among the 
people, without keeping up a contest for 
it and. continually prodding the repre- 
sentatives of the people? If there has 
not seemed to be any great interest 
in the fate of this measure while it 
was supposed to be safe, it will be 
found that there is a very decided inter- 
est init ifitis shown to bein danger. If 
itis defeated by these bickerings over an 
utterly insignificant difference of opinion 
about emblems and pasters, that interest 
is likely to intensify into disgust with the 
pettiness of politics at Albany. No Demo- 
crat can persist in opposing the bill on ac- 
count of the harmless emblem without 
stultifying himself or admitting that his 


support of the blanket ballot was a sham.

CONGRESSMEN AND APPOINTMENTS. 

Our Washington dispatches this morning 
contain a curiously candid statement by a 
member of the House of Representatives 
from the South. The substance of it is 
that the recommendations which he and 
his fellow-members from that section are 
in the habit of making to the Executive 
in the matter of appointments are not to be 
depended on. These Congressmen, accord- 
ing to this gentleman, have felt that they 
must try to help almost any one who asks 
for help in getting an office, and he con- 
fesses that if all these formal requests were 
granted, some of the appointments would be 
found to be hardly consistent with “ polit- 
ical decency.” We do not know that the 
Southern Congressmen are peculiar in this 
way of treating applicants. The course 
they have been pursuing has been very 
common in all parts of the country. The 
only difference at present, we imagine, lies 
in the fact that one of the Southern mem- 
bers has been found frank enough to own 
the truth. 

Of course, this action, by whomever 
taken, is dishonorable and dishonest. To 
recommend a man for appointment when 
he is not known to be fit for it is bad 
enough. To recommend him when he is 
known to be unfit is much worse. There is 
plain English for it which every guilty 
Congressman can apply for himself. It is 
not merely cowardly, it is being dis- 
honest for the advancement of one’s 
own interest, and between that offense 
and swindling there is a very thin 
partition. The treachery to the appoint- 
ing officer is plain. The betrayal of the 
party to which that officer and the Con- 
gressman belong is equally plain. But the 
greatest wrong is done to the innocent and 
ignorant taxpayer, who has to pay the 
salary and suffer from the inefficiency of 
the fellow whom the Congressman has 
helped to get into the service. As the Con- 
gressman can have no motive but a selfish 
one, as he must expect either to get some 
advantage or escape disadvantage by his 
course, his conduct admits of no decent ex- 
planation. 

But back of the ill use Congressmen may 
make and do make of the privilege of rec- 
ommending for office, that privilege in it- 
self is a gross abuse, which ought to be 
abolished. There is no valid excuse for its 
exercise. It grows out of the practice of 
making appointments not for the good of 
the service, but to promote political suc- 
cess. What the Congressmen are expected 
to inform the Executive of, primarily, is 
not so much an aspirant’s fitness for the 
place he seeks, as his “claims” to ‘‘recog- 
nition” as a party worker. Now, ifit were 
practicable to administer a system of this 
sort with fairness and efficiency, it would, 
at least, be an intelligible system. But 
that is not practicable. The service to the 
party by office seekers is in the greater 
number of cases purely selfish, and in 
many cases really does the party no 
good. What these men try to do is 
not to strengthen the party, but 
to advance their ownschemes, They work 
for a faction, or a particular politician or 
set of politicians in the party, and look for 
their pay in the office they may get. Oft- 
ener than not their methods, in the primary 
meetings and in conventions, weaken the 
party by causing resentment, jealousy, con- 
tention. When they get their reward, the 
men who obtain it for them may profit, but 
the party rarely does. The possession of 
the patronage is a source of notorious weak- 
ness. The “ins” were defeated in 1884, in 
1888, in 1890, and in 1892—four times 
within eight years—and just to the extent 
that patronage is relied on to give the party 
in powet strength it will be found to be an 
illusion. 

Apart, also, from the proved fallacy of

It is 
not a whit better than the old English 
method of pocket boroughs on the one 
land and votes bought with places on the 
other. Mr. CLEVELAND has done much to 
lop off some of the worst abuses of the 
custom by his simple device of making 
public the names of applicants for office 
and of their backers. The full reform will 
come when the recommendations of mem- 
bers of the National Legislature as to 
appointments are neither sought nor ac- 
cepted,

SAVINGS BANK INVESTMENTS. 
The Senate at Albany yesterday passed 

the Bloodgood bill, extending the scope of 
savings bank investments. The relief 
afforded by this measure will be very 
slight, as it extends the securities in which 
the deposits of savings banks may be in- 
vested only by the addition of the “ stock 
or bonds” of the cities of Boston, Worces- 
ter, Providence, New-Haven, Cleveland, 
Detroit, and St. Louis. There is no reason 
for assuming that these are safer than the 
bonds of Springfield, Hartford, Philadel- 
phia, Cincinnati, Chicago, Minneapolis, ora 
score of other cities that might be named 
with equal propriety. 

The Mullin bill, as originally intro- 
duced, named no cities, but provided 
that investments might be made in the 
bonds of any city having more than 
50,000 inhabitants in the States of Maine, 
New-Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New-Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Lllinois, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, or Missouri, provided the in- 
debtedness of such city did not exceed 
7 per cent. of the assessed valuation of 
its property. There were other restric- 
tions as to the amount to be invested in 
such bonds or those of any one city, and 
the limitation appeared to be quite safe. 

The advantage of the Mullin bill was that 
it would afford substantial relief without 
discriminating among securities of prac- 
tically equal value and safety. As it was 
reported by the committee, however, the 
scope of investment was cut down to the 
same basis as that of the Bloodgood bill.

LYING AND LEGISLATION. 

The Legislatures are taking a good deal 
of interest this year in the morals of 
newspapers. It is not long since a bill was 
introduced into a Legislature requiring 
newspapers to guarantee their advertise- 
ments, and providing that any man who 
was misled by an advertisement should 
have his remedy, not only against the ad- 
vertiser, but also against the publisher of 
the advertisement, who was made respon- 
sible in damages. The notion was not 
wholly new. There was a newspaper once 
in this very town which voluntarily guar- 
anteed its. advertisements, and held itself 
responsible to its subscribers for the verac- 
ity and accuracy of its advertisers. We 
never heard the result of this interesting 
experiment. Presumably it was a very small 
amount of advertisements, for, in the first 
place, the energy that most newspapers 
devote to procuring advertisements and 
publishing them indiscriminately unless 
on their face they are contrary to law 
or good morals must by this news- 
paper have been devoted to forming 
a corps of detectives to investigate 
the advertisements and the advertisers. 
The advantage to advertisers of the 
guarantee was more than offset by the 
fact that their advertisements, instead 
of being welcomed with open arms, 
were made the subjects of jealous 
scrutiny. Even when the advertiser had 
no particular intent to deceive, a cautious 
investigation would have prevented him 
from telling in print what are merely rhe- 
torical and conventional untruths, such as 
that his goods were the cheapest ever of- 
fered, when, in fact, he was selling them 
at the market price, or that he was clos- 
ing out certain lines at a ruinous sacrifice, 
when the utmost that he meant was that 
he would be content with a thoderate 
profit. Jealous inspection would have de- 
prived him almost entirely of the use of the 
superlative degree, which is the staple and 
mainstay of many enterprising advertisers. 
Thus the advertising columns of the news- 
paper that is compelled to maintain a 
corps of editors of advertisements must be 
not only limited in extent but very tame 
reading. 

It appears that in California, where 
there is an extensive belief that every- 
thing that goes wrong can be cured by 
legislation, the lying of newspapers about 
their circulation has become very weari- 
some to the public. This is not a cause for 
wonder. The Californian liar, like the Cali-: 
fornian pear or peach, grows to monstrous 
proportions, and like those esculents lis 
lies lack flavor. They are insipid in pro- 
portion to their magnitude. The Cali- 
fornian finds himself confronted at every 
turn with huge placarded statements of 
the circulation of rival newspapers, of 
which all cannot possibly be true, and 
which he risks flittle in concluding to 
be all false. If heis misled by them, he 
is such a fool as to deserve no better 
fate. Butin that he finds them offensive 
and tedious, he isa proper object of sym- 
pathy, though it is very absurd for him 
to go and pass a law to prevent himself 
from being bored, which is what the Cali- 
fornians have done, This same law, how- 
ever, has excited the emulation of certain 
New-Yorkers, and an Assemblyman yester- 
day introduced a bill at Albany setting 
forth that ‘“‘every proprietor or publisher 
of any newepaper who shall willfully or 
knowingly misrepresent”—in short, who 
shall tell lies about his circulation, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Now that there is a great deal of lying 
done about the circulation of newspapers 
in New-York, and that it is as tiresome and 
offensive as it can be anywhere else, we 
are not here to deny. But why should this 
particular variety of lying be thus harshly 
disoriminated against? It does not deceive 
anybody except persons who are born to 
be gulled, even when it is strengthened by 
“affidavits” that are of no legal validity, 
not being made under fear of the penalties 
of perjury. There are newspapers that 
tell lies not only about their own 
circulation, but about pretty much 
everything else. Why stop one kind 








of lying and permit the other kinds to 
go onunchecked? As amatter of fact, lying 
about their own circulation is the most in- 
nocent and undeceptive practice of some 
of the newspapers in quéstion. The lies do 
not deceive any business man, and indeed 
are not for the most part lies of business, 
but lies of vanity, of mefe unprincipled ex- 
uberance of animal spirits on the part of 
the affiants. It is an understood game like 
horse trading. Though in horse trading the 
results are liable to be more serious, it is 
perfectly understood that each man is en- 
deavoring to outlie the other. If the lying 
were stopped by law, the business of horse 
trading would come to an end, and the 
country taverns and groceries in the Win- 
ter season would be deprived even of the 
limited eventfulness which they now en- 
joy. Yet there is no reason for stopping ly- 
ing about the circulation of newspapers 
which does not equally apply to lying 
about the age, healthfulness, and speed of 
horses. By all means let the liars go on ly- 
ing. It amuses them, and it would be hard 
to show that it hurts anybody. Self-re- 
specting newspapers do not need the re- 
straint of the law to prevent them from 
engaging in the practicé, in which news- 
papers without self-respect will continue 
to indulge in spite of the law. To enforce 
self-respect is not the province of statute 
books, but of sermons. Any attempt to 
bring moral suasion to bear upon the liars 
ought to be as heartily welcomed as any 
attempt to legislate self-respect into them 
eught to be discouraged. 





CHICAGO’S GRADE CROSSINGS. 

Within the limits of the City of Chicago 
there are more than 1,500 grade crossings, 
where the tracks of steam railway com- 
panies lie on the surface of the streets. 
These perilous crossings have come into 
existence naturally with the rapid growth 
of a city lying in a flat region. When Chi- 
cago was comparatively a small town, the 
terminal stations of the roads were estab- 
lished near the heart of it. There they 
have remained, and the extension of the 
municipality has caused the number of 
crossings at grade to be multiplied. With 
every succeeding year the problem pre- 
sented by this network of tracks has be- 
come more formidable. Great inconven- 
ience and a very considerable loss of life at 
the crossings have convinced the people 
that this problem must soon be solved in 
some way, but not until a few weeks ago 
was the decisive step toward a solution 
taken, 

By the unanimous vote of the City Coun- 
cil there has been passed an ordinance 
which requires all of these railway compa- 
nies to elevate their tracks at the street 
crossings within a specified time. By this 
ordinance three districts are marked out. 
The tracks in the first—the central busi- 
ness district, bounded by the lake, the 
Chicago River, and Twelfth Street—must 
be elevated by Jan. 1, 1895. In the 
second district, which surrounds the first 
on three sides, and is abous ten miles long 
by three miles wide, the work must be 
done by Jan. 1, 1897; and in the third, 
which comprises the remainder of the city, 
two years more are allowed. The pen- 
alty provided for a failure to obey 
the ordinance is that tracks remaining 
at grade after the expiration of the 
allotted time shall be regarded as a nui- 
sance to be abated by the city authorities, 
and for every passage of a locomotive or a 
car on tracks so remaining the offending 
company may be required to pay a fine of 
$200. The companies are to be responsible 
for all damages caused to adjoining prop- 
erty by the erection of the elevated struct- 
ures. 

The companies will not be required to 
elevate all their tracks, but only those 
which cross streets, and for this reason it 
is suggested that they will be able to re- 
tain a considerable mileage of track on the 
surface by providing for transfers to ele- 
vated viaducts at certain points by 


means of hydraulic lifts or inclined 
planes served by cable motors. It 
is also pointed out that when ele- 


vated structures are used it will be 
possible for the companies to do their busi- 
ness with a less number of tracks than are 
now in use, and that two or three com- 
panies can unite in erecting viaducts on 
which their tracks may be grouped. But 
after all allowances have been made, the 
cost of obeying the law will be enormous, if 
the terminal stations now in use shall be re- 
tained. Itisestimated thatthe expenseinthe 
case of some companies would be equal to 
one-fifth or even one-fourth of their share 
capital. Still, it is admitted, with respect 
to one or two companies, that in one sense 
they would suffer no additional tax, be- 
cause the sum now paid annually by them 
in damages for loss of life and in wages to 
watchmen at crossings is equal to the in- 
terest upon the sum that would be invested 
in the improvements. 

It seems to be assumed generally that the 
companies will oppose in the courts the en- 
forcement of this ordinance, and it is quite 
probable that they do not intend to submit 
to it without protest of some kind, but thus 
far their intentions have not been disclosed. 
If they should at last be unable to escape 
the requirements of it, or to procure 
an acceptable compromise, some of them 
may find it to their advantage to set up 
new terminal stations at points near the 
city boundary and to sell their present 
terminals with the valuable land occupied 
by the intervening tracks. Their purposes 
will soon be made known, for they are re- 
quired by the ordinance to begin on the 
first day of July next the work of ele- 
vating their tracks at all crossings in the 


first or central district.

MR. FRIEDHEIM’S REOITALS. 

Arthur Friedheim’s first series of piane re- 
oitals was so well patronized that a second se- 
ries of two was arranged. The first of these was 
given at the Madison Square Garden concert 
room last aight to the evident delight of a large 
audience. The programme consisted of the fol- 
lowing numbers: ‘‘Wotan’s Farewell and 
Maglio Fire Music,” Wagner-Frieaheim; sonata 
in © sharp minor, Opus 27, No. 2, Beéthoven; 
ballade in A flat, and sonata in B minor, Cho- 
pin; “Bénédiction de Dieu dans la Solitude,’ 
Liszt; Oriental fantasy, ‘“ Islaney,” Balakireff® 

and everture, ‘“‘Tannhaduser,’” Wagner-Fried 
heim. 

The presence of two arrangements of Wagner 
Musio on the programme suggests one or two 
pertinent comments. The attempt to arrange 
ter piano these excerpts from the most massive 
of all examples of modern orchestral writing 
recalls the story of a certain ancient philosopher 
who was invited to hear a man give a remark- 
able imitation of the nightingale. His response 
was: “I prefer to listen tothe bird.” These 


arrangements are in the nature of attempts to 
make the piano do whatit never was intended 
to do and what, in the inevitable logic of condi- 
tions, it cannot do. The endeavor to atone for 
the lack of variety of timbres in the inatrument 
by the introduction of arpeggios, repetitions, 
and other figures specifically distinctive of 
piano music is an open confession of weakness 
and pe kind of artistic hybridiem wholly intoler- 
abletoa well-reguiated mind. The literature 
of the piano is abuudant. There is no need of 
these weak and ineffective arrangements. 

Another remark which readily suggests itself 
is thata hyphen is nota mark of immortality. 
It was Kmerson who said ‘‘Hiteh your wagon 
to astar’’; but in all probability the New-Eng- 
land sage would have cendemned that particu- 
lar kind of harnessing which strews programmes 
with such inimical compounds as Wagner-Fried- 
heim and Mendelssohn-Liszt. It might be add- 
ed,by way oficlinching the special application of 
these general observations, that Mr. Friedheim 
did not play his Own arrangement of the 
* Walkiire” music with technical facility or 
emotional power. 

In the musio written for the piano by Beetho- 
ven and Chopin, Mr. Friedheim was heard to 
better advantage. His purpose was always 
clear and it was based on an intelligent design. 
It was beyond doubt that he had a good under- 
standing of the Works in hand and that he un- 
dertook their exposition with respect and sin- 
cerity. It is equally true that in parte his play- 
ing was that of an accoinplished pianist. 

t must be admitted. however, that his style 
has peculiarities which prevent his work from 
Teaching real greatness. tome of his rapid 

assages are indistinet, a fauls which arises 

rom injudicious use of the pedals and a con- 
stant want of balance between the dynamics of 
the two hands. The left hand, which has the 
advantage of dealing with the more sonorous 
part of the instrument, is allowed altogether 
too much freedom in respect of power. Added 
to these defects are a ceaseless indulgence in 
contrasts of force so sharp as to have the nat- 
ure of shocks and an overfondness for the 
staccato touch. These things produce a hard- 
ness, a rigidity and angularity of style which 
preciude any possibility of grace. 

This dwelling upon the shortcomings of Mr. 
Friedbheim’s work should not be taken to mean 
that his playing is devoid of interest. A player 
who has #0 well-develeped a technic, backed 
by so mach intelligence and earnestness, cannot 
fail to give the hearer something to think about. 
His second recital will be given next Tuesday 
evening.

FAUST AT MUSIO HALL 

The grand operatic concert given by the Nor- 
dica operatic concert company at Musie Hall, 
Fifty-seventh Street and Seventh Avenue, last 
night, attracted a full house. The attendance 
must have been doubly gratifying to the artists 
of the company inthat it was not only large, 
but friendiy beyond restraint. Mme. Lillian 


Nordica, Mme. Sofia Scalohi, Campanini, Del 
Puente, Emil Fischer, and Walter Damrosch, 
conductor of the Symphony Orchestra, were 
each luatily applauded. 

Del Puente sang a romanza from “Traviata,” 
and was forced to sing again. Mme. Nordica, 
Mme. Bcalchi, Campanini, and Fischer were en- 
cored again and again. An andante for strings 
was exquisitely rendered by a string orchestra, 
which fully merited the enthusiastic manifesta- 
tions of approval which followed the rendition.

WOULD REGULATE THE RELATIONS OF 
RAILROADS AND EMPLOYES. 


Mr. J. M. Ashley, Jr., Vice President of the 
Toledo, Ann Arborand North Michigan Rail- 
road was seen by a NEw-YORK TIMES reporter 
last night at the Lotes Club. Mr. Ashley said 
that he had forwarded a brief to the Directors 


of the Toledo, Ann Arbor and North Michigan 
and other roads as a basis for legislation. 
The brief reads as follows: 


Entrance into the railway service should be by en- 
listment for a detinite period. 

Examinations as to the mental and physical quali- 
fications of allapplicants should be made, and an 
Oath taken to support the Oonstitution of the Unit- 
ed States and to obey the laws of the State and Na- 
tion, and to enforce the rules and regulations of the 
company tothe best of their ability. 

Resignations and dismissals from the service shall 
be governed oy fixed rule. In case of inefficiency 
endangering the public, summary dismissal shall be 
enforced. In all other cases sixty days’ notice shall 
be given by either party desiring to terminate the 
relation. 

Compensation to be fixed at the time of enlist. 
ment, which shall be changed only by mutual agree- 
mentor in case of great financial changes in the 
country’s menetary system, such as @ change from a 
gold to a silver or oy basis by arbitration, 

Promotions shail be made under a uniform system 
of rules.

“I desire te here commend the spirit which dic- 
tated the setting nner of this day and the settin 
apart of March 17 as American holidays, and 
trust that the Council, in its wisdom, hav- 
ing fFrecognized the ocosmopoliton oharacter 
ot our population by granting holidays te 
the different nationalities whose blood here 
commingiés in the production of the American citi- 
zen, Will not deprive the city employes of other na- 
tionalities of opportunity to properly commemorate 
the birth of all dead saints and heroes, as well as the 
birth of all reigning monarchs.

CITIZENS OF LOUISIANA IN CONVEN- 
TION DISCUSS THE QUESTIONS. 


NeEW-ORLEANS, March 21.—Two important 
conventions met here to-day, the delegates to 
both being very near the same persens, and 
nearly every parish and commercial body in 
the State being represented. The first was the 
State Immigration Convention, called by Gov. 
Foster, who was the principal speaker of the 
day.

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DE LESSEPS IS SENTENCED 


—— 
IMPRISONMENT FOR HIMSELF, BAI- 
HAUT, AND BLONDIN, 


THE HEAVY PENALTY IMPOSED UPOX 
THE SELP-CONVICTED EX-MINISTER 
—ALL THREE TO PAY BACK TRE 
MONEY USED TO BRIBE BAIHAUT— 
OTHER DEFENDANTS NOT GUILTY. 


Paris, March 21.—The Panama trials closed 
to-day with the conviction of MM. de Lesseps, 
Baihaut, and Blondim and the acquittal of the 
other defendants. 

The interest of the public has waned during 
the last three or four days, which have been 
given up to pleas of counsel for the accused 
men. These arguments were ended to-day, 
when M. Demange, who appeared for Antonin 
Proust, presented his reasons why Proust should 
not be convicted. After M. Demange’s ad- 
dress the cases were given to the jury. 

After a short absence the jury announced that 
Charlies de Lesseps, accused of corrupting ex- 
Minister of Public Works Baihaut to support 
the Panama Lottery Bonds bill, had been found 
guilty; that M. Baihaut. who had confessed his 
guilt in open court, had been found guilty, and 
that M. Biondin, the go-between in the bribery 
of Baihaut, was aleo guilty. 

The other defendants were deciared not guilty. 
These were Marius Fontane, Panama Director; 
M. Sane-Leroy, ex-Deputy, who was accused of 
changing his vote incommittee on the Panama 
bill as the result of bribery; Senator Beral, ac- 
cused of being bribed by Baron Reinach, and 
Deputies Dugue de la Fauconnerie, Gobron, and 
Antonin Proust, who were accused of corrup- 
tion. 

The court sentenced M. Baihasut to imprison- 
ment for five years, to pay a fine of 750,000f., 
and the loss of civil rights. M. Blondin was 
sentenced to imprisonment for two years, and 
Charles de Lesseps to imprisonment for one 
year, the one year to run concurrently with the 
five years’ sentence already imposed upon him. 

All three were condemned to pay the costs 
and damages demanded by the civil parties to 
the proceedings. The court aleo ordered them 
te pay to M. Monchicourt, liquidator of the 
Panama Canal Company, 376,000f., the amount 
taken from the treasury of the company and 
paid to M. Baihaut for his influence ia favor of 
the Lottery Loan bill 

The sentences of Charles de Lesseps and 
Blondin were made comparatively light on the 
ground of extenuating circumstances in their 
Cases, 

Charies de Lesseps, when he rose before the 
retirement of the jury to reaffirm his innocence, 
epoke with difficulty, and occasionally hesi- 
tated for almosta minute to composé his feel- 
ings. He told the jury that he had always tried 
to do his duty asa Director of the company, 
and that where he had erred in judgment he had 
supposed that he was acting for the best inter- 
ests of the canaland the State He repeated 
briefly his charges of extortion against M. 
Baihaut, and alluded with genuine emotion to 
the troubles which had overtaken his father. ln 
his testimony he had told the truth, and his 
conscience was clear of self-reproach. Although 
visibly shaken by his feelings several times 
during his speech to the jury, the calmness 
which he regained toward the close lasted 
through the reading of the verdict, the deliver- 
ing of his sentence, and his return to his cell. 
When his wife visited him soon afterward, how- 
ever, he broke down and wept. 

M. Baibaut talked for au hour in his cell with 
his wife and two Gaughtera. Despite the hope- 
lessness of his case, he evidently was unpre- 
pared to bear the full weight of his sentence, 
for, during the interview with his family, he 
sobbed repeatedly and begged their forgiveness 
for the disgrace that be had brought upon them. 

M. Blondin was hardly less affected when he 
bade good-bye to his son and daughter. 


AHLWARDT’S MARE’S NEST. 


CHARGES OF LARGE LOSSES BY CON- 
TRACTS WITH JEWISH FINANCIERS, 


BERLIN, March 21.—Rector Ahlwardt at- 
tempted in the House to-day to atone for the 
failure yesterday of his six-hour speech in de- 
fense of his pamphlet, ‘‘ Jewish Guns.” 

In a rabidly anti-Semitic speech he declared 
thathe had eleven doouments which showed 
that while Prince Bismarck was Chancellor 
fraudulent contracts had been made repeatedly 
with Jewish financiers, and vast sums traps- 
ferred dishonestly from the coffers of the State 
to Jewish speculators. 

These statements were made by Ahlwardt 
amid growing confusion among the Radicals, 
National] Liberals, and Social Democrats. He 
was interrupted by calis for names, but he did 
not give them. Ahlwardt said that the Deputies 
were not obliged to depend upon his word for 
proof of these frauds, asthe documentary evi- 
dence was above impeachment. Had the losses 
of the State through the contracts been trivial, 
the matter might better have been allowed to 

as8s unnoticed, but the truth was that, through 
ts relations with the Jews, the Government 
had lost hundreds of millions. The documents 
proving this were signed by men of national 
reputation. Beveralof these men were now 
Ministers. One of them was Dr. Johannes 
Miquel, Prussian Minister of Finance. 

Prolonged uproar followed this statement. 
Deputies shouted that Ahlwardt should pro- 
fuce his documents, as his word had been 
proved to be worthless, and the debate closed 
with his being directed to submit the docu- 
ments tothe Reichstag to-morrow. The gen- 
eral opinion is that Ahlwardt has discovered 
merely another of his mare’s nesta.

ANOTHER GLADSTONE BILL. 


INTRODUCTION OF THE MEASURE TO 
ESTABLISH PARISH COUNCILS. 


Lonpox, March 21.—The Right Hon. Henry 
Hartley Fowler, President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, introduced in the House of Com- 
mons to-day the Government bill to establish 
Parish Councils. 

The bill proposes to form in rural parishes 
having a population of 300 and upward a 
council, to be elected annually by ballot by men 
and women having the right to vote for mem- 
bers of the County Council. These Parish Coun- 
cils are to consist of not leas than five nor more 
than fifteen members. They are to take over 
all the existing powers of the Vestries, except- 
ing as regards Church affairs and Church chari- 
ties, and they are to have control of parish 

rouperty, land allotments, roads, water supply, 

ocal watching and lighting, and sanitation 

generally, and they are to have charge of the 
compulsory purchase of land under the sanc- 
tion of the Local Government Board. 

In urban districts as well as rural districts 
the bill abolishes electoral disqualifications on 
the ground ef sex. The administration of the 

oor law is to remain under the jurisdiction of 

oards of Guardians, but the boards are to be 
elected under the new franchise. 

The Right Hon. G. J. Goschen, formerly Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer; Sir Charles Dilke, and 
others have expressed qualified approval of the 
measure. 


MORE BOMBS IN ROME, 


ANOTHER EXPLOSION OCCURS AND STILL 
ANOTHER BARELY PREVENTED. 


Rome, March 21.—A short time after the ex- 
plosion last night of a bomb at the Marignoli 
Palace, in the suburbs of Rome, another ex- 
plosion occurred in the city, being the second 
outrage of the kind within the city proper in 
less thun a week, the first having eceourred on 
Friday lastat the Ancini Mattei Palace, the 
residence of William Potter, United States Min- 


ister. 

The outrage in the city last night was perpe- 
trated at the residence of the Marquis Sacchetti, 
Grand Marshal of the Papal Court, and has 
caused a feeling of great anxiety in Vatican 
circies, in view of the fact that the efforts of 
the dynamiters seem in a measure to be directed 
against the attachés of the Papal Court. The 
bomb which exploded last night had been 
placed within the entrance of the Marquis 
Bacchetti’s residence, but the only material 
damage done was the smashing of many win- 
dows in the palace, though the walls in some 
places bore traces of the explosion. 

This affair caused the police to be more than 
usually vigilant, and during the night another 
bomb was found on the staircase of a house in 
the Via Delle Wuattro Fontane. A lighted fuse 
was attached ‘to this bomb, and it was dis- 
covered juat in time to prevent an explosion. 

The police have no clue to the authors of the

GRIEVANCES, 


OVERTAXED BY SPAIN AND FLOODED 
WITH DEPRECIATED CURRENCY. 


New-Or_eANs, March 21.—The Picayune’s 
Havana special says: 

“The Madrid Government ia still occupied 
with the troublesome arrangement of taxes 
wherewith tosupply tne means for filling the 
Treasury, looking always to Cuba as the richest 
of its colonies, and the result in part is that the 
expenditures established since the lst of Jan- 
uary, 1893, on the great staple, sugar, now 
amount to some 2 percent. This is considered 
by merchants and planters as being 
in direct violation of the terms of the 
treaty of reciprocity between Spain and the 
United States, and is paid under protest. And 


now it remains to be seen whether the new Ad- 
ministration of Mr. Cleveland will allow it to 
continue. A large part of our most intelligent 
people are looking forward to the entire sup- 

ression of this so-called reciprocity treaty. 

he United States is the only market for the 
principal products of this island, and the time 
must come when Cuba will be supplied more 
generally with the manufactures of the States. 

“The time for the redemption of the bills issued 
by the Spanish Bank of Havana for account of 
the Treasury during the past insurrection has 
ended with the following resulte: Billsin cir- 
culation on Sept. 1, 1892, $34,139,708; amount 
guaranteed by the Government according to 
contract with the Spanish Bank, $32,000,000; 
difference in favor of the Treasury, $2,139,708; 
amount bills redeemed, $29,631,165; amount 
outstanding, $4,508,543. Of this sum, $3,416,- 
334 was apportioned to the Treasury and 
$1,092,208 to the Spanish Bank as profits, and 
the public are at last freed frem one of the 
most troublesome paper currencies which the 
world has ever seen, fiuctuating from a premium 
of 5 per cent. in 1871 to a discount of 60 to 62 
per cent. in the last era of its existence. 

“ But now the Spanish Government has sub- 
stituted the old, worn, dirty paper with a large 
amount of silver dollars, half dollars, and one- 
peseta enge and the real, of 10 cents’ value 
nominally, which haa flooded the island, and, 
being manipulated by the hordes of money 
changers, is now at 1 per cent. discount for 
Spanish gold—both the coinage of the home 
Government issued at par. What wonld the 

eople of the United States say if a silver dol- 

ar would only pay 90 cents toward buying a 
gold dollar, as is the case here? ' 

‘ after a long struggle and the causing of very 
heavy losses to the established Ward and Trane- 
atlantic Spanish Lines of steamers between Ha- 
vana and New-York, the Munson Line has with- 
drawn from the general freicht business 
between the two ports, and will only bring such 
heavy articles as oil, lumber, bricks, and stone, 
going to the Windward ports for return cargoes, 
whence the steamers will ply semi-monthly to 
New-York. Carrying sugar at the ruinous rate 
of 7 and 8 cents per 100 pounds, they will drive 
sailing vessels away to the lumber ports for 
cargoes to the north. This, together with the 
holding of large stocks of sugar here by the 
Sugar Refiners Company of New-York, gives 
little employment to vessels. The last contract 
has been for some 900 tons of sugar at 844 cents 
per 100 pounds for New- York.”

THE ADIRONDACK PRESERVE. 
——@—_— 
SENATOR ERWIN DISPLAYS HIS KNOWL- 


EDGE OF FORESTS AND WATERSHEDS, 


ALBARXY, March 21.—The Senate diseussed the 
Adirondack Park and Forest Preserve bill te- 
day, read it through, made a few amendments, 
and reported progress. 

The first amendment was in Section 103, 
affecting the sale of timber on the forest pre- 
serve. Senator Mullin (Rep., Jefferson,) sug- 
gested that the timber which the Forest Com- 
missioners were empowered to sell should not 
be more than 10 inohes in diameter instead of 
12. There was more waste in cutting 12 than 
10 inch timber. The best results were obtaine 
from the lower diameter, as timber deteriorate: 
above 12 inches. 

Benator Erwin (Rep., 8t. Lawrence,) held that 
the hard timber should not be disturbed, and 
that the sales should be restricted to those of 
the softer woods. The watershed of the State 
ought to be carefully protected. ‘‘ Cut out the 
spruce and the hard weods,” he declared, “ and 
you not only destroy the beauty of this grand 
region, but you imperil the watershed. Ten- 
inch soft timber oan be used for pulp and saw 
mills. If the proper precautions are not taken, 
ina few years the whole region will be de- 
stroyed. o pecsling of bark should be per- 
mitted, especially of hemlock, which is now 
one of the most valuable trees that grow. The 
balsam ought to be protected, for the health- 
giving properties of this tree have brought 
thousands of invalids frem nearly every State 
in the Union.” 





ANOTHER BIG CANAL PROJECT. 


—_—_—_——_ 
QUICK WATERWAY PROPOSED FROM THE 
GREAT LAKES TO TIDEWATER. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 21.—There is @ bill 
before the Dominion Parliament to incorporate 
the North American Canal Company. Associat- 
ed with Chauncey Dutton, the promoter, who is 
from Pittsburg, are alarge number of Canadi- 
an capitalists, including J. W. MoRae, Arthur 
Prieur, and W. Y. Soper. The capital stook is 
$10,000,000, 

The object of the company is to build a wide, 
deep channel, with the fewest possible looks, 
between Lake Erie and the seaboard. The 
channels would be so wide and deep that the 
largest lake vessels could steam through them 
atfullspeed. There would be but seven locks 
between Lake Erie and the terminalis and but 
foar between Montreal and New-York, and the 
locks would move two Vessels at the same time, 
one ascending while the ether was descending. 

It is proposed to obtain a charter from the 
State of New-York and make a canal from Lake 
Champlain to tidewater in the Hudson River. 
No United States charter would be required, as 
the work would be entirely within the State of 
New- York. 

A vessel leaving Lake Erie would descend to 
the Niagara River and Lake Ontario, descend 
the 8t. Lawrence, the Cornwall Canal, and Lake 
Bt. Francis, pass via the Chateaugay and St. 
Louis sections and Lake St. Louis and the 
Lachine Canal to Montreal. 

Her time would be thirty-two hours. If she 
was destined for New-York her total time would 
be sixty hours, and she would continue her 
couse course via the Chateaugay section, 
Lake Champlain, and the Hudson Canal and 
River. 





Two Vessels and Their Crews Missing. 

RocKLAND, Me., March 21.—The brig Caroline 
Gray, which sailed from this port Feb. 17 for 
New-York with lime, has been practically given 
up for lost. She carried a crew of eight, with 
Paul Looke, of Roekiand, Oaptain. Oapt. Locke 
was thirty years old and had been married but 


three months. 

The schooner Martha Innis, another Rockland 
vessel, is given up for lost. She was bound 
from New-York for Boston with 370 tons of 
coal. She sailed from Vineyard Haven Feb. 17, 
and was last seen that night off Cape Cod. Capt. 
J. B. Bpeed of Bouth Thomaston commanded her.

Dubois has hobnebbed with the bosses, and has 
performed their bidding as far as possible. He 
received his reward to-day, though the vote 
frightened the ringsters. Tanner received 98 
votes and Dubois 110. It is safe to assert that 
prompt measures will be taken to suppress this 
growth of Republican independence. 

The Republican platform was a joke, and could 
fitly adorn the columns of a humorous publica- 
tion. In the two District Conventions Melville 
Bull was made Congressional candidate from 
thé First and Adin B. Capron in the Second. 

Cleveland Democracy in the person of Nation- 
al Committeeman Honey was uppermost in the 
Democratic gathering, which was the most en- 
thusiastic and successful State meeting the 
party had for years. There was no machine 
work here, and while the utmost freedom of dis- 
cussion was had, there was evident harmony 
and unity. There was a single temporary dis- 
turbing element inthe person of Hugh J. Uar- 
roll, but this was merely regarding some con- 
testing delegation, and alter the convention had 
sat down upon Mr. Carroll five times, he appre- 
ciated the situation and joined the other leaders 
in union. 

Besides the nomination of Baker for Governor, 
Dalton E, Young of Newport was named for 
second place, John Heffernan for Secretary, 
Ciarence A. Aldrich for Attorney General, and 
John 8. Perry for General Treasurer. The ticket 
created more genuine enthusiasm than has 
been witnessed at a Democratic Convention 
since 1887, when John W. Davis headed the 
ticket and the party swept the State for the 
first time in more than a score of years. 

The Republicans are afraid of Baker. A year 
ago he was discussed as a candidate, and at that 
time Senator Aidrich remarked to Tux Nrew- 
YoRK TIMES'S representatives that he would 
greatly prefer the nomination of almost any 
other man named in connection with the place. 
Senator Aldrioh and his coworkers had a finger 
in the Democratic Convention pie of a year ago, 
and Baker was not nominated. This Demo- 
cratic Convention waa in charge of different 
forces than those that controlled affairs last 

ear, and these men who attended the gather 

ng to-day are not louking for rewards from Re- 
publican hands. The change of control is the 
reason that Demoocratio prospects are steadily 
growing brighterin this State, and it explains 
why the nomination of Baker to-day has brought 
sadness to Republican hearts and worry to the 
mind of the gentieman who is at the head of the 
Government of the State. 

The Democrats feel sure of seouring a plural- 
ity for Baker, and if he is defeated it will be by 
the obnoxious majority system which prevails 
here. In that event the election will be thrown 
into the Legislature, and the party hopes to 
capture the lower house: by a majority suf- 
ficient to give them control on joint ballot. To 
this end the nominations all over the State are 
being made of as excellent material as pos- 


sible. 

In this eilty, the ex-Speaker of the House, Au- 
gustus 8, ilier, heads the legislative ticket.

EDWARD RUPERT HUMPHREYS, @ prominent edu 
Cator, scholar, linguist, and writer. died Monday 
evening in Boston, aged seventy-three.

FINANCIAL AFVAIRS, 


New-YorE, Tuesday, March 21—P. M. 

In only two stocks did the transactions to-day 
exceed 10,000 shares and these were Sugar and 
Reading. Sugar moved within a point and a 
half and closed % higher. Reading gained 4s. 
It was fairly firm all day, the formal applica- 
tion for permission to issue $5,500,000 receiv- 
ere’ certificates having apparently no influence 
on the price of the stock. 

The only movements worthy of note were in 
Tobacco, Manhattan, and Louisville and Nash- 
ville. Tobacco crossed par again and closed at 
10042, a net gain of 449 points. Manhattan 
closed at ite top price, 1644s, a net gain of 2 
points. Louisville and Nashville was sold by 
London, and lost 144 points on relatively light 
transactions. 

As @ whole the market was dull and devoid of 
interest. The sbort interest has been pretty 
well covered, and both sides are waiting devel- 
opments. Although the Directors of the North- 
ern Pacific met to-day and were expected to 
take some action relative to the proposed issue 
of collateral notes, the President of the com- 
pany announced that only routine business had 
received attention. Erie bonds were under 
pressure, but they received support, and closed 
lg points higher. The story-to-day is that the 
company is in need of funds and that it has 
been offering ite paper in the Street.

HE BIG GUN NOT LANDED 


\LIEELY TO REMAIN ON THE LON- 
QUIEL FOR SOME DAYS. 

| 

CROWDS AT SPARROW’S POINT TO SEE 
THE KRUPP RXHIBITS FOR CHICAGO 
—BSTACLES TO BE OVERCOME BE- 
FORE THE GREAT GUN CAxK BE 
SWUNG ASHORE. 


BALTIMORE, M@., Maroh 21.—The steamer 
Lonquiel, which came to this country with the 
big gun and other marvels of the Krupp 
World’s Fair exhibit, was moored closes to the 
pier of the Maryland Steel Company at Spar- 
row’s Point to-day, and the work of removing 
her cargo was begun. Only a few of the lighter 
packages were handled, however, and no 
attempt was made to get at the 124-ton rifle, 
‘which rests at the bottom of the main hold. 

Bo far as anybody oan tell to-night, it may be 
a week before the gun is deposited on the spe- 
eial car which is to carry it te Chicago. Ina 
general way it had been expected that the big 
gun would be landed at once, but half a dozen 
obstacles have proved to be in the way. In 
the first place, the monster is practically cev- 
ered with other cargo, which must be removed 
bdefore it can be gotten at; in the second place, 
the work of unloading has begun at the after- 
hatch instead of the main one, and, lastly, the 
towering shears which are to lift the cannon 
and other weighty articles have not been tested 
fully. 

There have bean good reasons for these de- 
lays. As THE New-York Times told this 
morning, the shears, operated by hydraulic 
power, are a novelty in every way. They were 
builtespeciallyjto handle the Lonquiel’s guns and 
armor plates, and, like all new machinery, they 
need limbering up. The power for the hydrau- 
lic part of the contrivance is brought over 1,000 
feet throught the steel company’s yard. The 
pressure available at the compressor to-day 
was 1,400 pounds, while the officers of the com- 
pany are anxious to secure 1,600 pounds before 
going to work seriously. They hope to have it in 
a day ortwo, but meanwhile they are risking 
nothing threugh undue haste. No attempt was 


made to-day to lift the test load of 138 tons of 
ruils, which is to prove the ability of the shears 
to raise the big xun; but a carload of rails has 
been run upon the pier, eo that when the test is 

. meade a few extra tons may be added as an 
extra precaution, to show that there is a lifting 
power with a wide margin ef safety above the 
weight of the Krupp Peacemaker. 

Such experiments are not to be madeina 
hurry. They require about as much time asa 
New-England courtship. 

It was 1 o’clock this afternoon before the first 
of the smaller packages was hoisted through 
the Lonquiel’s after hatch, a steam winch on 
the vessel and her arm tackle being used. By 
3:30 o’clock 26,200 pounds of the ship’s freight 
had been transferred to a specially-braced fiat 
car. Inthe collection were pieces of shafting, 
@ curiously-finished boiler top, and some 
emalier trifies of less than 1,500 pounds weight. 
The heavier packages will have to be raised by 
the hears, the steamer’s tackle not being equal 
to the task. 

Partofthe work preliminary to getting at 
the cune was done to-day, when the Lonquiel’s 
crew removed the bolts of a section of the deck 
just forward of the main hatch. This will have 
to be hoisted out of the way beforethe king 
rifie can be raised. The hatchway is forty-five 
feet long, but the gun is two feet longer. 

Crowds of people have tried to get a glimpse 
ofthe Krupp exhibit, but very few have suo- 
ceeded, the steel company having closed its 

ards to visitors. So great was the rush that it 

ad to adopt this measure. 

Sparrow’s Point, where these things are hap- 
pening, is a decidedly thriving suburb of Balt- 
more. A few years ago it was notable chiefly 
for its salt marshes, but now it is a prosperous 
town, with the marshes in reasonable sub- 

tion. The Maryland Steel Company owns 
t—at least eo say the residents, who iike to talk 
in a wholesale way about this corporation and 
its possessions—and it is a plaee which 
runs largely to brand-new cottages and big 
manufacturing establishments. Four or five 
thousand people live there, and hundreds of 
workmen ride out to its shops daily from Balti- 
more. 

For strangers, getting to the point is not 
an adventure to be attempted rasbly. A 
branch of the Northern Central Railroad con- 
neocts city and suburb, and its trains run fre- 
quently, but they have an eccentric way of 
atarting from one city station in one direction 
and finishing the run from another in just the 
opposite, which is wearing on alien nerves. The 

oint is nine orten miles from Baltimore, but 

efore the tourist gets there he hasto crossa 
strip of country which might be in darkest 
West Virginia, so faras signe of life are con- 
cerned, 2 region about as level as a First Ward 
street in Brookiyn, and as rich in sorabby pines 
as the street is in cats. 

There is plenty of water in the landscape, 
whatare locally known as creeks wandering 
about the country with the irrespomsible eccen- 
tricity of a fiat-house janitor, and before the 
point is reached the train appears to go to-sea 
on its own hook. Later on, of course, the 
passenger discovers that he has been riding 
over long trestles, but forthe time being he is 
likely to suppose that the locomotive has 
turned amphibian, with a ram bow instead ofa 
pilot and a fin keel under the ash can. 

The Point, which is rather blunt than pointed, 
any way,enjoys the felicity of facing the two 
**good”’ sides of old Fort Carroll, whose other 
walls nobody ever had time to finish, amd which 
now serve as a foundation for a peaceful light- 
house, a mile or so from the shore. The first 
glimpse one gets of the place shows what is the 

resent centre of excitement at the Point, the 

onquiel lying at a pier on which stands the 
huge tripod erected to remove her weighty 
cargo. Back of this machine is a large shop, 
while beside it is aslip containing three or four 
pearly finished tugs and as trim a bay steamer 
as can be found tanywhere, just receiving the 
last touches. It is the Alabama. along white 
craft, which looks fair, and which is fitted up 
very handsomely. Beyond these vessels a big 
steel steamer is on the ways, while back from 
the water front are the shops and offices of the 
Maryland Steel Company, which rejoices in the 
possession of a shipyard, a rail mill, a blooming 
mil, a boilershop, a machine shop, and four 
furnaces. Beyond them all are long rows of 
bnew dwellings. 

Once at the Point, the New-Yorker feels more 
at home. The water in the slips is as yellow as 
thatalongthe North River docks, the ocean 
liners whieh slip by the otber side of the fort 
look sufficiently like the steamships which go 
eut through the Narrows, and the coasters are 
cut from the same pattern as all the rest of their 
kind. The old ruin of a fort helps out the home- 
like look of the place. With a few hills in the 
Vackground ond a wooden elephant looming 
over his shoulder, one might imagine himself 
communing with nature from the end of Nor- 
ton’s Point. 

Although the great Krupp gun is undeniably 
& monster, its calibre has proved disappointing 
to some of the visitors, who expected Ro find a, 
bore as big as a hogshead. Its 1919 inches fall 
halfan inch short of the calibre of the largest 
of the old smooth-beres mounted in Unole 
Sam's forts, while the Englishmen ef the 
Lonquiel’s crew are tond of saying that the 
Krupp weapon bas a emaller bore than the 
British 100 and 110 ton guns, and is even 
equaled by the 81 tonners. 

Beside the huge mass of steel, however, the 
old American cannon would look Jike a plump 
quart bottle in company with a double magnu 
while the Britishers would appear sawed o 
and stumpy. It is its enormous length which 
makes the Krupp rifie notabie, as showing the 
progress made in the development of the mod- 
ern high-powered gus. Plates showing the 
effect upon armor of shots from the big fellow 
are included in the exhibit. Before they were 
shipped at Hamburg, many German military 
men examined them with a great deal of inter- 
est. The Lonquiel’s officers ¢ ted to find 
American army and navy men aimilarly ouri- 
ous, butin this they have been disappointed. 
Cgpacensiy the experte of this country are 
willing to wait for the display in Chicago, and 
at any rate they could have seen little if 


the 
had visited the steamer to-day. ; vt

WAR PRACTICALLY IMPOSSIBLE. 


ONE OF THE CONCLUSIONS ARRIVED AT 
BY COMMANDER JEWELL. 


_ An illustrated talk on “ The Torpedo in Naval 

Warefare,” by Commander Theodore F. Jewell, 
United Statvs Navy, was listened to with much 
interest by the members of the United Service 
Club last night The club rooms at 16 West 
Thirty-first Street were crowded, and the as- 
semblage included the following: Gen. G. H. 
McKibben, President of the club; Rear Admiral 


Braine, Commander H. Elmer, Gen. D. & Stan- 
ley, Lieut. Col. Hall, Lieut. Commandor McKay, 
Lieut. John A. H. Nickels, Medical Director 
Gihon, United States Navy; Capt. William 
Mitchell, Major George D. F. Barton, and Gen. 
Wager Swayne. : 

Commander Jewell prefaced his lecture with 
afew remarks on the character of wars. The 
duration of a war was in an inverse proportion 
to its destructiveness. More men were Killedin 
the Austro-Prussian War, which began and 
ended within six weeks, thanin the famous 
Thirty Years’ War. It was now the aim of all 
nations to make war as destructive as possible. 

In the opinion of the speaker a period had 
been reached in the world’s history when war 
Was practically impossible. He doubted if 
there ever would be another great European 
war. The implements of warfare were so terri- 
bly destructive that no nation could afford to 

oto war. Still, each mation must be prepared 
or war inorder to have peace, and our own 
country, imperial among the nations of the 
world, must be thoroughly prepared to cope 
with any other power. Commander Jewell 
was in favor of the annexation of Hawaii for 
strategic reasons. 

Tracing the development of the explosive 
torpedo from the days of David Bushnell in 
1776 and Robert Fulton in 1803 to the present 
time, Commander Jewell declared that it was 
the Confederates during the war of the rebellion 
who developed the torpedo and made it possi- 
ble for Whitehead and others to exist. e de- 
scribed both the Whitehead and the Howell 
torpedo, and said that he had great faith in the 
latter, although he was not blind to its 
imperfections. Excellent stereoscopic views 
were shown of the Stiletto, —. at 
different rates of speed and ring 
the Howell torpedo. Commander Jewell ex- 
plained carefully the mechanism of the torpedoes 
of the present day, and expressed the belief 
that, should occasion arise for earnest naval 
warfare, the firing of torpedoes would be at 
close range; therefore it was necessary that 
their mechanism should be reliable and acou- 
rate. 

Commander Jewell’s lecture drew out many 
questions from his auditors,

EXPLOSION OF MILL DUST 


THE SHOCK FELT TWENTY-FIVE 
MILES DISTANT. 


THE GREAT PLANET FLOURING MILL 
AT LITCHFIELD, ILL., WITH ITS ELE- 
VATORS, DESTROYED—ONE BURNED 
TO DEATH AND SEVERAL IXJURED 
—LOSS OVER A MILLION. 


LITCHFIELD, IIL, Maroh 21.—An explosion, 
with the power of an earthquake, which de- 
destroyed a million dollars’ worth of property, 
occurred here this morning. The loss of one 
life and the injury of a number of people re- 
sulted from the catastrophe.

Several business structures were wrecked and 
scores of dwellings were rendered uninhabita- 
ble. Panic reigned for a few hours. 

At 3:15 A. M an alarm of fire was turned in. 
The Planet Flouring Mill, situated in the south- 
west part of the city, and said to be one of the 
largest, if not the largest, single flourmaking 
establishment in the world, was in flames. 

The fire was discovered by the night watch- 
man in the bran room. He ran to a hydrant, but 
the water pipes did not work properly, and in an 
instant the flames spread to adjoining rooms. 
In less than two minutes the flames reached the 
flourrolling room, and anjexplosion of flour dust 
followed. The night watchman was hurled 
through a window and was badly injured. 

The immense building tottered for a second, 
and fell in a heap of blazing timbers. The 
flames leaped across a small passageway and 
ignited two large grainelevators. In these were 
stored 20,000 barrels of flour and 200,000 bush- 
els of wheat. 

The head millwright, John Carve, in an eftort 
to secure his tools from the burning building, 
was pinned against asmokestack and burned to 
death. 

The firemen were driven back by the intense 
heat, and in less than balf an hour the elevators 


and their contents were a total loss. Several 
small buildings adjacent to the elevators were 
burned. 

The shock of the explosion was heard twenty- 
five miles away, and window glass was broken 
and chimneys blown down many miles distant. 
All the plate glass in the stores on Main and 
State Streets was blownont. About forty small 
dwellings were wrecked and many others slight- 
ly ——— 

The mill was the property of Kehlor Brothers 
of 8t. Louis. The capacity was 2,000 barrels 
of flour daily, It employed 150 men. 

General Manager Smith says that the insur- 
ance carried on the mill, elevator, and contents 
was about $350,000, while the loss will be 
almost $1,000,000. 

Among the outside losses are: A. Neuber, 
grocery, saloon, and residence completely 
wreoked, $3,000; the V. Hoffman estate, $2,200; 
Jacob Krans, grocery and residence, $3,100; 
Bendort Brothers, machinists, $6,000; Liteh- 
field Hotel, $1,200. It is estimated that $5,000 
worth of glass was destroyed in the town. 

“ I know nothing about the particulars,’’ said 
Alexander H. Smith, when interviewed in 8t. 
Louis, ‘“‘ but lam certain that flour dust was not 
tho cause. There have been very disastrous ex- 

losions of this character, but they are no 
onger possible. Inthe old days the dust was 
blown about the mill in avery finely-dissemi- 
nated condition, and the air was filled with 
minute particles. 

“The smallest shock, such as striking a 
matoh, was likely to cause an explesion. Just 
why the dust should explede was not known— 
probably to-day it would be eaid that it was due 
to electricity—but since the invention of the 
dust machine by George T. Smith no such ex- 
plesions are possible, as all mills are provided 
with them ana there is no dustinthe air. This 
was in all likelihood a boiler explosion; it was 
certainly not due to dust.”

ONLY FIVE JURYMEN SELECTED. 


DIFFICULTY IN GETTIXG THE TWELVE 
TO TRY DR. R. W. BUCHANAN’S CASE. 


Out of mora than 120 talesmen examined only 
five have been chosen to sit inthe jury box of 
Part III, of the Court of General Sessions to de- 
cide on the guilt or innocence of Dr. Robert W. 
Buchanan, acoused of having poisoned his wife, 
Anne B, Buchanan, with morphine. 

Buchanan is a young doctor. After his wife’s 
death her body was disinterred, and the discov- 
ery was made that she had died of an overdose 
of morphine. 

Recorder Smyth is on the bench of the court. 
The prosecution is being conducted by District 
Attorney Nicoll personally, assisted by Assist- 
ant District Attorney Wellman. Charles W. 


Brooke, Herbert Knight, Charles E. Davison, 
and W. J. O’Sullivan represent the defendant. 

The examination of talesmen went on from 11 
o’clock until 1 o’olock. A notable circumstance 
was that few of the talesmen expressed any 
conscientious seruples against capital punish- 
ment. The pointof the questioning of the Dis- 
trict Attorney was as to whether they would 
eonvict on purely circumstantial evidence. He 
found that the great majority of them answered 
that they would if it was conclusive to their 
minds. Their idea seemed to be that circum- 
stantial evidence should be a little more con- 
clusive than direct evidence. 

The questioning of some of the witnesses as 
to their understanding of circumstantial evi- 
dence elicited some rather vague answers. Au- 
gust Engel, a German grocer, gave as his deti- 
nition of clroumstantial evidence, **the ciroum- 
locution of the District Attorney to convict the 
prisoner.”” Even stern Reoorder Smyth had to 
join in the laugh that this reply evoked. 

The prosecution excused many more talesmen 
than did the defense. Early in the afternoon 
session the whole panel of 100 jurors was ex- 
hausted, with five men in the box. A requisi- 
tion was made on Parts I. and IL, for talesmen, 
and more than twenty answered. The exam- 
ination of them all, however, failed to tinda 
man who was acceptable,and at 4 o’clock the 
court adjourned until this morning. The jurors 
now in the box are:

She indicated at the close 
that it was notimpossible that a republic, under 
the descendants of the natives whom Pizarro 
conquered, might one day be realizedin Peru, 
and declared that the natives to-day met in 
secret congresses to confer on the welfare of 
their country. 

The concluding lecture of the course will be 
heard next Tuesday afternoon, when “ Bar- 
tolomié de las Casas” will be the subject.

The case of John O. Eno, who is charged with 
misappropriating $350,000 from tae Second 
National Bank, was yesterday taken before 
Judge Benedict in the United States Circuit

alleged in the indictment, was not a misappro- 
priation of the funds; that it was not alleged 
that the funds misapplied by Mr. Eno were con- 
verted to his own use or to that of some other 
person, and that it did not charge that the mis- 
appropriation was without the knowledge or 
ps of the Directors of the bank. 

Assistant United States District Attorney 
Mott opposed the motion, and asked for time to 
submit authorities. The court took the papers 
and reserved decision.

ALDERMEN GRANT FRANCHISE FOR 
THE EAST RIVER SPANS. 


GIANT STRUCTURES THAT MAY IN SEVEN 
YEARS ADD OTHER LINKS BETWEEX 
THis CITY AND BROOKLYN—ap- 
PROACHES OF ELEVATED ROADS ON 
THE NEW-YORK SIDE. 


The project of spanning the East River with 
two more giant bridges, more massive and 
heavier than the pioneer Brooklyn Bridge, had 
pablic interest rekindled in it yesterday by the 
action of the Aldermen granting the necessary 
franchise. As soon as Mayor Gilroy’s signature 
is affixed to the resolution, which was passed 
by @ close vote, the East River Bridge Company 
oan begin its task, rear up its twin bridges, and 
make an avenue from the beart of Brooklyn to 
tne Hudson at Desbrosses Street by means of 
the elevated railroad approaches. 

The company is capitalized for $25,000,000, 
Frederick Uhiman, President of the Union 
Elevated Railroad Company of Brooklyn, is its 
President. George 8 Wingate, Adolph Laden- 
burg, George Hoadly, and Edward Lauterbach 
are among the Directors. Chief Engineer Cor- 
mell said yesterday that the work would be 
begun on the New-York pier of the north 
bridge, or Bridge No. 1, about the middle of 
May. It will take more than seven years to 
complete the work, and then a bird’s-eye view 


of the bridges will disclose a huge “ V,” with 
the point in this city and the arms reaching 
away out into Brooklyn. 

The construction will be heavier than that of 
the Brooklyn Bridge. They will, of course, 
beth be suspension bridges. The north bridge 
will have a span of 1,670 feet, and the length 
from anchorage to anchorage will be 3,200 feet. 
The south bridge will have a, span of 1,470 feet, 
and the distance from anchorage to anchorage 
will be 2,700 feet. The four cables on the north 
»ridge will be twenty-one inches in diameter, 
end the four on the south bridge will be 
eighteen inches in diameter. The piers will be 
280 feet high. The north bridge at the centre 
will be 140 feet above mean high tide, and the 
south bridge at the same point will be 135 feet 
high, the same as the Brooklyn Bridge. 

The franchise was firet granted last Novem- 
ber, but was not satisfactory in the form then 
passed, because it did not stipulate that only 
one fare of 5 cents should be charged for transit 
over the elevated roads connecting and the 
bridges themselves. Under Chapter 101 of the 
Laws of 1892, the company is authorized to 
build one bridge commencing at a point at or 
near Broadway, Brooklyn, between the present 
pier line and Maroy Avenue, 80 construéted as 
to cross the East River as directly as 
peerpte to a point between Delancey and 

ivington Streets in this oity. The second 
bridge authorized shall commence between the 

fer line of the Kast River and Fulton Street, 

rooklyn, and will reach this eity between 
Jackson and Scammel Streets. It is to cross 
Grand Street, and thence through private 
property and intervening streets to connect 
with Bridge No. 1 ata point in its line between 
Delancey and Rivington Streets. 

The resolution passed yesterday gives the 
city’s consent to the construction of the 
bridges and the connecting elevated railroads, 
as follows: 

(1) From a point in the line of the bridge herein- 
above described as Bridge No. 1, at or about Cannon 
Street, in the City of New-York, situated in the 
block bounded between Delanoey and Rivington and 
Colambia and Cannon Streets; thence westwardly 
ever, through, and along private property and 
across intervening streets to the Bowery, connect- 
ing with the Second Avenuo elevated railroad at 
Allen Street, and across the Bowery to Spring Stree 
connecting with the Third Avenue elevated railro: 
on each side ofthe Bowery, Said elevated railroad 
‘will also connect with ail surface cara whose routes 
it may cross at the pointsat or near which ite ste- 
tions shall be located. 

(2) From the Bowery at Spring Street; thence 
‘westwardly over, through, and along Spring Street 
to West Street, connecting with the Sixth Avenue 
Elevated Railroad at South Fifth Avenue and with 
the Ninth Avenue Elevated Railroad at Greenwich 
Street. Said elevated railroad will also connect with 
all surface cars whose routes it may cross at the 
points at or near which its stations shall be located. 

Asa connection with the Dry Dock, East Broad- 
‘way and Battery Railroad and other railroads, and 
‘with the ferry at Desbrosses Street, and also to pro- 
‘vide a proper terminal for the operation of said ele- 
vated railroad, there shall be constructed therefrom 
@ curve from its terminus at West and Spring 
Street, extending southerly into West Street, and 
thence slong the same to or near Vestry Street. 

(3) From @ point in the line of said Bridge No. 1, 
between Delancey and Rivington Streets, on the 
block between Columbia and Cannon Streets, being 
the point of commencement of approach No. 1 here- 
inabove described, and themce over, along, and 
through private property and across intervening 
streets to apd across Delanoey Street, to connect 
‘with the bridge hereinabove described as Bridge No. 
2 at a point on ite line situated in the block bounded 
by Sheriff, Willett, Broome, and Grand Streets. 

(4) Beginning at a point in the line of said Bridge 
Wo. 2, situated in the block between Sheriifand 
‘Willett Streets and between Grand and Broome 
Btreets; thence over, across, and through private 
property to Grand Street; thenoe eastwardly along, 
over, and through Grand Street upon a descending 
grade to the southerly side of East Street, connect 
ing with the Dry Dook, East Broadway and Battery 
Railroad, the Forty-second Street and Grand Street 
Ferry Railroad, and with other railroads and with 
the ferry at the foot of Grand Street. 

It is stipulated inthe resolution that before 
any of the work is done on the streets of the 
city a plan ofthe railroad showing positions 
ef columns and supports, location of stairways, 
«o., shall be filed with the Department of Pub- 
lic Works. Itis also stipulated that all pave- 
ments, curbs, gutters, and:sidewalks, and 91] 
sewers, drains, water and gas pipes encountered 
in the excavations made in constructing said 
elevated railroad or railroads shall be cared for 
and restored if they are moved or injured, and 
all such work and excavation and construction 
in connection with foundations in the streets 
shall be done in compliance with the State or 
municipal laws relating tothe streets. and to 
the satisfaction ofthe Department of Pubiic 
Works. 

The following extracts from the resolution 
show the conditions of the grant: 

Resolved, That this consent of the Common Coun- 
eil is hereby given upon the wpe condition, the 
non-compliance on the partof said company with 
which shall render this consent void: That the said 
company, before it or its contractors, employes, or 
agents shall enterupon any of the streets or ave- 
nues of the city for the purpose of constructing said 
railroad or railroads, shali enter intoa good and sufii- 
cient bond, with sureties to be approved by the Cor- 
poration Counoil, in the sum of $200,000, that it wiil 
save and Keep harmless the Uity of New-York from 
all damage or injury caused by the erection, con- 
etruction, or maintenance of said railroad or rail- 
roads or caused by any interference of the said com- 
pany, ite contractors, agents, or employes, with the 
atreets, water pipes, or sewers of said city. 

Resolved Surtier, That this consentis given only 
upon the condition that the rate of fare upon saidiele- 
vated railway shall not exceed 5 cents for each pas- 
penger, and that the payment ofauch fare shall en- 
title each passenger to or from said elevated railroad 
to free transit across the bridge er bridges with 
‘which it is intended to connect the same. 

Resolved further, That this consent is given upon 
the condition that all provisions of law applicabie 
whereto shall be complied with by said Hast River 
Bridge Company.

HOW TROUBLE WITH A LONG TAIL TO IT 


CAME OF A KIND ACT. 


An act of kindness, of trivial importance con- 
sidered of itself, laid the foundation thirteen 
years ago fora world of bitterness and trouble, 
which has culminated in a trial before Judge 
Cullen in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn.

The plaintiff, represented by Lawyer Patter- 
son, alleged that Bridget’s property was really 
Patrick’s, which he had deeded to her so as to 
escape paying the Hager judgment. He con- 
tended further that as Patrick was to have the 
use of it, it was subject to the olaims of his 
creditors. .

CATHARINE BERCH SOUGHT AN ACCOUNT-

FOR COLLECTORS. 


SAMUEL COLMAN, N. A., SELLS HIS 
PICTURES AND CURIOS. 


While the present week lasts, whoever shall 
step in, on his way so blithe, at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Art Galleries, will be blither for his ex- 
perience, providing always he admires good pict- 
ures and good Oriental curios. Mr. Samuel 
Colman, N. A., one of the earliest collectors of 
Chinese and Japanese bric-a-brac and a distin- 
guished colorist as a painter, proposes to sell 
pictures and studio properties by auction next 
week. The Oriental things will be sold on the 
afternoons of Monday and Tuesday; the. pict- 
ures, eighty-six in number, on the evening of 
Wednesday, March 29. Every one who knows 
Mr. Colman’s eye for a good piece of porcelain, 
a fine Japanese sword, an ivory of charming 
tone, an old piece of Chinese bronze, will un 
derstand the importance of the announcement. 

A8 a painter Mr. Colman has for years failed to 
do himself justice at the Nasional Academy ex- 
hibitions; it is only when sixty-one oils and two 
dozen water colors are auee together that his 
real strength is apparent. Though not wide of 
range, he is acolorist of great power and his 
method of ting is a broad one, similar to 
that of the men of the romantic riod in 
France, like Rousseau, Millet, and m ps. 
Sometimes a water color will suggest Turner, 
but the suggestion is one that comes from paint 
ing similar scenes in somewhat the same way, 
yet one entirely individual. There is a severe, 
almost 8 savage desolation in many. of the large 
landscapes, lixe “The Spanish Peaks, South- 
ern Colorado”; the brown tones of vegetation 
which are special favorites with Mr. Colman 
are in these cases very effective. He loves the 
long severe horizon of a meza in the desert 
thrown up sharp and strong above a winding 
river whose blue is offset by the browns. The 
eye sweeps along these big lines and, rising, 

enetrates an atmosphere above the horizon 

lf of cloud, half of dustatorm, to find the 
peake of a mountain range suspended in the 
sky. In “The Book Ciiffe, Utah Desert,” we 
find another big, stern landscape with cliffs 
towering up like‘a gigantic ruin on the Kupbrates 
and a most tender poetical sky over all. Ip 
** Lake Tezcoco, Near the City of Mexico,” the 
range of snow-clad mountains above the severe 
landscape of brown marshes, lake, and uplands 
has avery curious effect; the picture is most 


impressive. Each of these big landscapes is ' 


smoothly solemn like the tolling of some jonge 
bell. There is an effect of tragio intensity in 
such a picture as “ Last Rays of the Sun, 
Point Lobos, California,” which has not been 
weakened by the rich dark coloring. 

Solid painting of architecture is seen in 
“Chapel and Bridge at Churubusco, Mexico,” 
and “Limekilns and Reduction Works of 
Puebla, Mexico,” together with an evident pur- 
pose to admit nothing werely for its pict 
uresqueness that will distract the mind from 
the large impression of the picture. In his 
foregrounds he often keeps down things natur- 
ally bright in order to preserve the peace. Thus 
‘*Venetian Fishing Boats at Anchor” shows in 
the forewater a red buoy, but the color is kept 
down lest it lead the eye from jhe huddle of 
soft, dark red sails in the middle distance. 

Mr. Colman loves the mystery of twilights 
and heavy shadows; he paints a pale yellow 
sun above the horizon in “Sunset on the Pacific 
Coast,” and in “ Napies from Posilippo” shows 
the loftier piles of the city through haze, pro- 
ducing & pastel effect, and a section of a rain- 
bew in the clouds on the right. There is more 
light, there is more alertness in “ Paradise 
Pond, Newport,” a ener from nature. The 
Newport scenes, bringing in the brown and gray 
rocks, are specially good; but the truth is that, 
whether it be Paget Sound or Mexico, Long Isl- 
and or Colorado, he has something manly to say 
in his original fashion. Mr. Colman had great 
influence on Mr. Louis C. Tillany’s and Mr. 
Swain Gifford’s art. The rudest, biggest, broad- 
est, sternest of his landsoapes ought to finda 
place for permanent exhibition in the museums 
of the city. 

It would be useless to pick out porcelains, 
silk bangings, inros, ivories, or bronzes for par- 
ticular notice. Mr. Colman bought with such 
exquisite taste because he was born a colorist, 
onal doubtless he kept his eye true by having 
about him these beautiful things. The difticulty 
is to find an ugly or poor specimen. ‘The 
chance he offers us is arare one. And yet, was 
there ever a Winter like this for sales of brie-a- 
brac of the better kind?

Robert Furey, whose bid is the lowest. 

The plaintiff's ground for action is that, al- 
though the Board of Estimate has fixed the 
amount to be spent for the removal of ashes the 
present year at $150,000, Commissioner Adams 
is about to award the contract to Robert Furey 
at $190,000 for the first and second years, aud 
$215,000 for the third. 

A temporary injunction was granted by Judge 
Cullen of the Supreme Court, with an order to 
show cause why itshould not be made perma- 
nent. The order toshow cause was made re- 
turnable gn Mareh 25, before a Judge of the 
Supreme Court. The papers were served upon 
Mayor Boody yesterday morning. 

Corporation Counsel Jenks said yesterday 
afternoon that the suit was entirely premature. 

“The contract has not been awarded,” eaid 
he, ‘‘nor is there any proof that the department 
intends to award a contract other than that the 
bids have been advertised, The Commissioner 

roposes to decrease the item for street cleaning 

n order to increase the item for removing 

ashes. Evenif the suit thus instituted should 
succeed, it would do nothing more than to keep 
the figures fixed by the Board of Estimate.” 

The present holders of the street-cleaning con- 
tract are Crapford & Valentine, for whom Rob- 
ert Furey has acted as superintendent Many 
people believe that Mr. Furey is the contractor, 
and that his alleged employers are merely 
tigureheads. 

The contract expires on April I, and it was in 
auswer to advertisements for bids for new con- 
tracts, to begin on that date and run for three 
years, that the estimates were submitted which 
Mr. Matthews objects to.

SEVERAL BILLS REGARDING THEM 
BEFORE THE LEGISLATURE, 


SENATE PASSES THE MBASURB REDUCING 
FARES ON DELAWARE AND HUDSON 
—BILL TO REQUIRE CONDUCTORS ON 
FIFTH AVENUE STAGES DECLARED 
A “GENTEEL STRIKE.” 


ALBANY, March 21.—The corporations are 
having their innings before the Legislature. 
Last night the Senate refused to take the Telo- 
phone Reduction bill from the Miscellaneous 
Corporation Committee, and this afternoon the 
committee ordered a hearing to be given to 
friends of the bill next Tuesday. 

The Assembly snapped its fingers at corpora- 
tions by passing the bill of Mr. Quackenbush 

. (Dem., Schenectady,) reducing the rate of fare 
onthe Delaware and Hudson Canal Company 
from 3 to 2 cents a mile, and by sending to the 
Senate a bill, introduced by Mr. Roche, (Dem., 
New-York,) which had the support of a Dem- 
ooratio New-York morning newspaper and the 
antagonism of a Republican afternoon news- 
paper, compelling Col, Shepard’s Fifth Avenue 
stages to be supplied with conductors. 

To accomplish these results necessitated the 
expenditure of a great deal of specohmaking. 
Mr. H. H. Guenther (Dem., Erie,) was so much 
inspired by the proceedings that he at once in- 
troduced an Anti-Free-Pass bill The House 
was in a mood to pass it. A dozen members 
yelled: ‘‘ Pass it once!” Guenther had not ex- 
pected this outbreak. He said the bill had come 
to him from the Business Men’s Association of 
buffalo. Half a dozen members insisted that 
the bill should be passed, but John J. O’Connor 
(Dem., Kings.) objected, and as unanimous con- 
sent was necessary, the bill was sent to the 
Committee on the Judiciary. 

The bill prohibits any corporation or railroad 
engaged in the transportation of passengers in 
this State from giving free passes, tickets, or 
transportation at a discount or at a less rate 
than ig given to the general public, to any 
member or member-elect of the State Legislat- 
ure or of any Board of Supervisors, Aldermen, 
Councilmen, or to any member or member- 
elect of any legislative body by whatever name 
known, of any county, city, or town, or to any 
Judge of the Peace or Assessor in thie State. 
No officer of the State shall solicit or receive 
free passes, tickets, or transportation at rates 
less than those granted to the general public. 
Any officer of a corporation or a State officer 
who violates the provisions of the act shall be 
gry, of a misdemeanor and subject to a fine of 

100 or to imprisonment for six months. 

During the debate on the Fifth Avenue Stage 
bill Mr. Hennessy (Dem., Kings.) stigmatized 
the measure as ‘‘a genteel strike.’ 

“You can’t get bleod out of a stone,” ob- 
served Mr. Morris, (Dem., Westchester,) refer- 
ring to the alleged proprietor of the Fifth Ave- 
nue stage line. 

This gave Mr. T. D. Sullivan (Dem., New- 
York,) an opportunity to inform the green mem- 
bers exactly whata strike is. ‘* A strike,” said 
he, ‘‘ia not generally understood. Now, when 
a bill is introduced and is referred to a commit 
tee, and the introducer of it makes no effort to 
move itout of the committee, that is a strike. 
But when a member introduces a bill, progress- 
es it, and endeavors to pass it—that is no 
strike.”

HEARING OF PROPERTY OWNERS BY THE 
ASSBMBLY CITIBS COMMITTEE. 


ALBANY, Maroh 21.—The Assembly Cities 
Committee gave a hearing this afternoon on Mr. 
Webster's (Dem., N. Y.,) bill allowing the City 
of New-York to condemn and take possession of 
property, settling the question of compensation 
afterward, aud which at this time would affect 
property owners on Elm Street. Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Blandy of New-York said that 
the bill was introduced for the purpose of invit- 
ing amendments, and that he would simply move 
that the committee report it. 

A large number of Elm Street property own- 
ers wore present in opposition to the bill. John 
Hayes said thatthe Elm Street widening mat 
ter was avery ancient proceeding. What was 
the reason for the present great haste ? Every- 
body recognized the necessity for the improve- 
ment, butit should be done deliberately. This 
proposition to seize property was against the 
law which had existed from the days of the 


Magna Charta. Awards should be made before 
the title tothe property needed passes to the 
city. Was it rf t that property owners should 
wait for years for a determination of the dam- 
age awards! When buildings are torn down 
how can the value of the pro = be a 
— 4 It will be absolutely im bees ble. r. 
ayes read a resolution passed by Elm Street 
property owners upholding his position, 

Leo Schlessinger, a factory owner, attacked 
the bill. The value of his property could not 
bea — after it was torn down, he said. A 
Ko eal of the property was mortgaged. The 
mortgagee, not knowing what the city would 
pay for the property, would foreclone. 

William F. Christie said that Mayor Grant 
had informed him two years ago that the Board 
of Street Openings did not deem it judicious to 
have Elm Stréet widened. He had then im- 

roved his property. Now it was proposed to 

o this work, and owners of property were to 
be dispossessed unceremoniously. 

John 8. Hawley and William F. Van Zandt 
followed. The bill, mer said, was iniquitous 
and unconstitutional Mr. Hawley said it had 
been stated that the property owners would be 
paid soon after the groper was taken by the 
eity. He did not lieve it Mr. Van Zandt 
sald that while;the City of New-York might be 
in the hands of good men now, it was not cer- 
tain that it would be two years hence. 

B. Kenyon, representing the owners of the 
Puck Building, said 1t was proposed to take 40 
feet from one side and 20 from the other. Ex- 
panne machinery was in those portions of the 

ullding which would be disturbed. The prop- 
erty must of necessity be examined before any 
commission could settle the damages. 

John O. Shaw said the bill was unconstitu- 
tional. It was against the law of the State 
which had stood for a century. The United 
States Supreme Court had decided that no 
Legislature could enact a law of this kind. 

James J. Deering, representing the Mayor, 
said the question of constitutionality was not 
debatable. Similar acts had been passed be- 
fore and had been upheld by the Court of Ap- 
peals. Mr. Deering read a letter from E. Ellery 
Anderson conceding that the bill was constitu- 
tiona}. Mr. Deering said that he had prepared 
a@ substitute bill which would give satisfaction 
to many Elm Street property owners. It pro- 
vided that when the lot is vacant immediate 
possesion may be taken, but where there ia a 

uilding on jJand needed for the improvement 
poesession cannot be taken im less than six 
months. The bill had been surrounded with 
many safeguards. The Board of Street Open- 
ings cannot move without a three-fourtis vote.

CONTROLLER MYERS’SREPLY 


CLAIMS OF ELEVATED BAILWAY 
FOLES REFUTED, . 








HIS LETTER READ AT THB RAPID- 
TRANSIT COMMISSIONERS’ MEETING— 
VARIOUS SUGGESTIONS HEARD—A 
MOVE TOWAED DEFINITE ACTION 
AS TO EXTENSIONS. 


The Rapid-Transit Commissioners hada busy 
time yesterday afternoon listening to communi- 
cations and speeches from persons interested 
jm the work they are doing. All of the Commis- 


sioners attended the meeting except Mr. Stein- 


way, who is still ill. The board room was 
taxed to ite full capacity with representatives 
of various interests that wished to be heard. 
There was a deputy present from Controller 
Myers, and Julien T. Davies was present for 
the Manhattan Railway Company. J. Sergeant 
Cram, President of the Department of Docks, 
also had a seat within the railing reserved for 
the Commissioners. 

The first business in hand was to hear a com- 
munication from the Controller in reply to the 
statements made at former meetings by Mr. 
Davies against the terms prescribed in the 
letter of the Controller to the Commissioners, 
which was read at the first meeting after the 
adoption of the project for elevated-railroad ex- 
tensions, which has since beex under considera- 
tion. In this letter the Controller said: 


“The general and preliminary objection is made 
by the Manhattan Raliway Company that my com- 
utation of the value of the pro privileges 
ed on gross earnings proceeds upon a false prin- 
ciple, which would prove anfair to the said corpora- 
tion. 

“It is hardly necessary for me to remind your 
hormorable b that this is the same objection al- 
ways offered by corporations possessing or seeking 
privileges of a@ public character when endeavoring 
to avoid makiug proper compensation therefor. The 
gross earnings of a raliroa are always definite in 
amount and easily ascertainable. Net earnings, on 
the other hand, are necessary variable in amount, 
depending, as they do, on the system of bookkeeping 
adopted by each company, and as to which it may be 
doubted whether any two ovurporations employ 
identical methods. 

**Net carnings are a subject of constant conten- 
tion and litigation, since it is always in the pewer of 
® corporation to decrease them unconscionably on 
the books of the company Dy charging to expense ac- 
count items which should not properly be thus 
charged. Consequently this method. which experi- 
ence has proved to be so disastrous ty municipalities 
standing in the position of creditors of corporations,

ts, furthermore difficult to see in what way a 
computation based on gross earnings can prove un- 
fair tothe Manhattan Railway Company. Assum- 
ing that the net earnings of the Manhattan Ratlway 
Company arein round figures one-half of the gross 
earnings, it would seem immaterial to its interests 
whether the percentage to be charged be fixed ata 
certain amount estimated on the former, or at twice 
that amount estimated on the latter. 

“The operation of the Manhattan Elevated Road 
ie ne longer an experiment. Ihe proportion which 
its operating expenses bears to its gross income has 
beoome fixed and definite by the experience of many 
years and exhibits a remarkable uniformity in its 
anuuual average. Thus the percentage of expenses 
to earnings ia 1884 was 57.88: in 1585, 58.37; in 
1886, 57.58; in 1887, 55.31; in 1888, 563.70; in 1889, 
57.13; in 1890, 57.05, and in 1891, 64.73 per cent. 
The average of these eight years is 56.80 percent., 
from which it will be seen how small the variance 
has been in the extreme of any one year. I must 
conclude, therefore, that the interests of the Man- 
hattan Railwsy Company, honestly and honorably 
administered, would be as well protected by a per- 
centage calculated on the groves earnings as upon 
that hazy and illusive thing known as * net income.’ 

“ The principal objection urged by the Manhattan 
Railway Company, however, is based on the claim 
thatthe propusedt extensions possess no value. I 
find this assertion, advanced iu apparent serious- 
ness, difficult to approach in the same spirit. The 
Manhattan Railway Company has for years been 
seeking the grant of privileges substantially the 
#ame as those now proposed. ‘That corporation is in 
business for the sole purpose of profit, and its his- 
tory furnishes no evidence of any altruistic effort to 
bestow benetits on the people of this community 
without remuneration. I am, therefore, constrained 
to believe that this statement bears upon its face 
the impress of disingenuousness, and that the public 
at large will refuse to accept it as founded on fact. 

“When the Manhattan Kailway Cumpany de- 
mands that I shall demonstrate in dollars and cents 
the exact value of the proposed extensions, it form- 
uiates a challenge which it is manifestly impossible 
to meet. No one oan foretell with even approximate 
accuracy the additional number of passengers it 
will carry by reason thereof, nor the consequent in- 
crease in its gross receipts. Thatthese additional 
peewsoge. however, must inevitably result in ar 

ncreasing the revenue of the roadis a proposition 
which is hardly susceptible of doubtin the mind of any 
impartial and candid man. Apart trom the general 
and well-reooguized principle that passenger tratiic 
always follows the line of adequate transportation, 
it must pot be forgotten that the express trains on 
the third tracks, by relieving local trafiio of its 
present congested condition, will naturally draw to 
the use of the elevated roads thousands who now 
employ other methods of transit rather than submit 
to the ee and degradation of crowding 80 in- 
tolerable that it would be termed inhuman if applied 
to cattle. The third tracks will furthermore enable 
the elevated roads to meet the future demands of the 
natural increase in the growth of the city’s popula- 
tion—something which it is now admittedly incapa- 
bie of doing. 

* These considerations apply to the third-track ex- 
tensions. As regards the right to lay tracks over 
new and unused routes, I scarcely conceive it to be 
necessary to demonstrate that the latter will fur- 
nish their due quota of additional passengers. 

“I have admitted—what per foroe is incapable of 
denial—that it isimpossible now to fix the exact 
value of these proposed pose Beans: but I am not as 
yet cognizant of my valid refutation of the fact that 
the first of the three alternate propositions em bodied 
in my communication of the 15th inst. furnishes a 
fair and equitable method of ascertaining that value. 
By that method, should the earnings of the company 
be increased, compensation is made to the city in 
proportion te the amount of that increase. If the 
earnings are not increased, the company is relieved 
of the necessity of paying anything in addition to 
what it is now obliged by law to pay. 

“The Manhattan Railway Company claims that 
this method does not take into account the normal 
increase in passenger traffic which would accrue to 
that road oven if the extensions were not con- 
etructed. This objection would possess more weight 
if that corporation had pot repeatediy admitted, 
what is a matter of common kuowledge, namely, 
that the elevated lines are now taxed to their utmuat 
capacity, and that unless anthority to tay additional 
tracks is granted, the Manhattan Company will be 
wholiy unable to meet the increased demands of the 
future, which will be forced to seek relief in some 
other direction. 

“It is furthermore claimed that in taxing the in- 
erease of gross carnings, subsequent to the operation 
of the extensions, allowance should be made for sucha 
proportion thereof as may be necessary to meet the 
attendant increase of annua! fixed charges, as, for 
example, the interest on the bonds issued to provide 
for the increased investment. This consideration 
was notabsent from my mind in framing the first 
proposition above referred to, and the allowance 
therefore was made in fixing the compensation at 6 

er cent. on the annaal increase of gross earnings. 

“That. this rate is moderate will be recognized if 
the factibe borne in mind that after the extensions 
are completed the expenses of a@ministration and 
eimilar charges of the entire line will be subjected 
to @ Very small increase, if any, and that consequent- 
ly the proportion which the net income (and moneys 
applicable to dividends) earned by the extensions 
bears to the gross earnings of such extensions will 
be mach greater than is now the case with the pres- 
ent line. 

** Estimating the cost of the proposed extension at 
$6, .000, the interest charges on a bonded in- 
debtedness of that amount at 4 per cent. (the rate 
now paid by the Manhattan Company) would be 
$240,000 per annum. If your honorable body should 
so far dilfer with me as to be of the opinion that, in 
view of the circumstances, such a charge as this 
should be taken into account, it could be done by in- 
creasing the amount of the gross earnings above 
which the taxable increase is to be estimated. This 
whole question, however, is one of detail, which 
does not affect the essential principle contained in 
~ suggestion heretofore made, and may well be 
left to the disoretion of your board. 

“ In cenclusion, I beg to adhere to my belief that 
it would be impossible to arrive ata fairer method of 
computing the value of the privileges which it is 
proposed to confer upon the Manhattan Railway 
Company than that of fixing the compensative per- 
contage on the inorease of the gross earnings result. 
ing from the operation of the extensions. No method 
that could possibly be devised wonld fail to be the 
objectof attack and captious criticism by selfish in- 
tereste and short-sighted policy. The enormous 
capital stock of the Manhattan Railway Company, on 
whioh it is said to be earning dividends at the rate 
of 12 per cent. r annum, represents not one 
dollar of original investment, and the present oppor- 
tanity might be deemed by many a proper occasion 
for remembering the past history of that corpora- 
tion, ite relation to the people and the municipality, 
the free gitt of ite roadbed, the enormously valuabie 
franchise for whieh this community has received 
per no remuneration, and a favorable time 
or seeking to rectify the mistakes of the past. 

**As stated in my former communication, however, 
I believe, in justice to the present innocent sharehold- 
ere of the corporation, that this question of compen- 
sation should be limited to a consideration of the real 
value of the additional privileges which it is proposed 
toconfer. Between this position, however, and that 
of yielding to the prepostero a mds of a cor- 
poration which assumes the position of its present 
vantage ground to dictate a further surrender of the 
peopie’s rights, there exists an irreconcilability 
which, I am confident, will appeal to the minds of 
your honorable body.” 

When the Commissioners asked Mr. Davies if 
he had anything to say upon the subject of this 
letter, Mr. Davies replied that he had failed to 
notice in ita single argument to sustain the 
Controller’s position that the Manhattan Com- 
pany should be obliged to pay a percentage on 
groes earnin 

In respect to the valine of such a privilege to 
the elevated road Mr. Davies insisted that the 
Controller’s answer that he did not believe the 
statements made on behalf of the elevated rail- 
way company in respect to the facts that these 
statements had been otherwise disingenious 
was by no means a suffivient or fair anewer. 
The tone of the Controller's communication, he 
felt confident, was not caleulated to give it 
weight with the commission. He had descended 
to vituperation to make good his position. In 
that fieid Mr. Davies said he was no matoh for 
the Controller and would not accept his cbal- 
lenge. 

In respect to the Controller's statement that 
the company bad been earning 12 per cent., Mr. 
Davies put in a general denial. He said that 
after the 6 per cent. in dividends to the stock- 
holders all earnings of the company had been 
consumed in meeting the demands for damages

troller should insist on conditions that had not 
been recognized by the Legislature. It seomed 
to have escaped entirely the memory of the 
Controller that the Manhattan Company was 

entitled to charge a fare of 15 cents 
for aride from the Battery to the Harlem River 
and of 25 cents from the ttery to One Hun- 
dred and Seventy-seventh Street. There was no 
part of the world, he said, in which a passen- 
get could ride for ten miles in a well-lighted 
end well-heated oar for 5 cents except in New- 
York City. 

Chief Olerk O’Brien then read a letter from 
Dock Commissioner Cram, in which he protest- 
ed against the construction of an elevated 
stracture along West Street or on the lower 
side of the Harlem River. If any elevated road 
were to be built in West Street the structure 
should be placed, in his opinion, to the east of 
the sidewalks, meaning through —- prop. 
erty. The plans now in hand for Harlem River 
improvement promised to give the vity a 
greatly-increased water front and td advance 
values of property materially. This purpose 
would be defeated if a railroad company were 
authorized to lay a structure on this property. 

After his letter had been read, Mr. Cram ad- 
dressed the Oommissioners. He said West 
Street had been in a congested condition for 
years, and it seemed a pity that just at a time 
when improvements h begun to show their 
value the street should be threatened witha 
structure which would practically destroy the 
business interests that have been re, 
there. The ow had spent $15,000,000 in im- 
proving West Street, and expected to spend 
several millions more. It had not spent this 
money to enable the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany to take possession of thestreet and todrive 
away trade. He wiahed to enter his vigorous 
protest against the erection of columns on that 
street. 

In regard to the Harlem River improvement, 
Mr. Cram said that much of the work there had 
been undertaken by contract, and partor it by 
Federal authority. Any interference with this 
work would be enjoined. 

Chief Clerk O’Brien read resolutions that had 
been adopted by the Trustees of the Cathedral 
of &t. John the Divine and by the Trustees of 
8t. Luke’s Hospital protesting against the ex- 
tension of the elevated road through the park 
which it is proposed to establish in the neigh- 
borhood occupied by these institutions. The 
protest was also received from property owners 
and representatives of the Churches of All 
Sainte and Calvary in One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-ninth Street against apy revival of the 
scheme to connect the east and west sides of 
the olty by means of that street. In the resolu- 
tions accompanying this protest the property 
owners pledged themselves to refuse consents 
to the oceupation of the street by the elevated 
road and to use alllegal means within their 
reach to resist such occupation. 2 

A long letter was read from Lenox Avenue 
property owners, signed by John. E. Hoffman 
and about twenty-five others, suggesting ao 
oroas-town connection at the northern terminus 
of the main lines of road by means of One Hun- 
dread and Twenty-ninth Street, to Lexington 
Avenue, to the Harlem River, and slong Ex- 
terior Street to One Hundred and Forty-ninth 
Btreet, and thence to Eighth Avenue. This 
route was suggested as being unobjectionable 
to owners of property, and as not envroaching 
upon any residence. On the contrary, it would 
increase the value of property, andit would be 
more than 2,000 feet shorter than the cross- 
town route asked for by the Manhattan Com- 


pany. 

Robert Bogardus submitted ascheme for the 
relief of people on Washington Heights. He 
proposed that from the terminus at One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-fifth Street an extension should 
be built to One Hundred and Fifty-uinth Street, 
then to Eleventh Avenue, to ng’s Bridge 
Road, and ont to King’s Bridge. 

The Washington Heights Progressive Associa- 
tion was represented by Christian [rinch, the 
President, and by Louis Wendel, Jr., the coufsel 
for the association. Both of these speakers 
urged the Commissioners to adopt a route for 
Washington Heights and to take means to fur- 
nish immediate relief to that section regardless 
of the railroad company that might operate 
the route. 

Several property owners from One Hundred 
and Twenaty-ninth Street wished to be heard at 
yesterday's session. Commissioner Bushe 
asked how many of the owners had joined in 
the protest against the occupation of that street 
by the elevated road. He was informed that 
every one of them had done so. The Commis- 
sioners heard at some length upon this subject 
from Mr. William H. Payne, who said he was a 
large owner of property in that part of the city. 
Mr. Payne urged that there was no necessity 
of the occupation of any barrow street in 
that section by the elevated road. He had a 
route to suggest through private property that 
would be much less objectionable to property 
owners and much more economical for the rail- 
road company. The elevated road might turn 
westward from Third Avenue at One Hundred 
and Twenty-cighth Street, buying @ vacant cor- 
ner for $40,000, and make its way by a strip 
forty feet wide between One Hundred and 
Twenty-eighth and One Hundred and Twentys- 
ninth Streets to the southeast corner of One 
Hundred and Twenty-ninth Street and Fourth 
Avenue. It might then proceed out Fourth 
Avenue to One Hundred and Thirty-fifth Street, 
which bas a width of 100 feet and is occupied 
mainly by fiat houser. By this means the ele- 
vated road might reach Fourth Avenue at an 
outside expense of not more than $170,000, 
from which might fairly be deducted $46,000, 
that being the estimated value of land occupied 
in part by the elevated structure on business 
streets. 

On the other hand, if the elevated road were 
to place its structure in One Hundred and 
Twenty-ninth Street, between Third and Fourth 
Avenues, the property to be damaged would be 
worth not less than $1,020,000, and assuming 
that one-third of the vulue of the property 
would be assessed against the company in dam- 
ages, there would certainly be an expense of 
not less than $340,000. 

Just before adjournment a resolution was 
adopted on the motion of Mr. Spencer looking 
to definite action by the commission. It was 
cited that, since tive!members of the commission 
Were Decessary as a quorum to decide upon ex- 
tensions of existing lines, and since the imme- 
diate subject before the commission related to 
such extensions, Mr. Steinway be asked at once 
to name the earliest time at which he could at- 
tend the meeting of the commission, and that a 
meeting be called for such time as he might fix. 





WANTED THE TRUNKS RELEASED.

MR. ABBEY’8 COMPANY’S BAGGAGE WAS 
BADLY MIXED UP. 


Henry E. Abbey called at the Custom House 
yesterday to get a permit for the removal of a 
lot of baggage from the Public Stores. There 
are sixty-five trunks in the lot, with biskets 
and other personal belongings. The stulf came 
over on the New-York with a company of Ital- 
ians engaged for the production of the play, 
‘‘Progress,’’ which Abbey, Schoeffel & Grau ex- 
pect to bring out at the Chicago Auditorium. 

The members of the company all made decla- 
ration in the lower bay that the baggage con- 
tained nothing dutiable.
